RUTH GETS $210,000 
FOR YEARS AS YANK 


Closes Deal With Ruppert Soon 


After Arrival From Coast— 
Will Sign Tomorrow. 


DEMANDED $100,000 A YEAR 


Home-Run: Star, Satisfied With 
New Terms, Will Leave for 
Training Camp Saturday. 


Babe Ruth, with the blush of Holly- 
wood still upon his smile-creased 
cheeks, stormed the city yesterday 
morning and within six hours had ac- 
cepted a three-year contract. with the 
Yankees calling for a total of $210,000, 
or $70,000 a year, an increase of $18,000 
over the contract which expired in 
1926. 

It took Babe just fifty-five minutes 

in earnest conference with Colonel 
Jake Ruppert, owner of the Yankees, 
to elevate himself to the pinnacle of 
the highest paid man in baseball. His 
Salary will surpass that of: Baseball 
Commissioner Kenesaw. Mountain Lan- 
dis by $5,000. It will beat that of Ty 
Cobb by $10,000 and Tris Speaker’s 
annual stipend by $30,000. 
. Tomorrow morning at 10:30 o'clock 
Babe wilt attach his signature to the 
most valuable baseball document ever 
executed. “And on ‘Saturday night at 
7:30 the Babe will board a sleeper for 
St. Petersburg, Fila., and on Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock will step out on 
the field at Crescent Lake to take his 
initial 1927 swing at a baseball. 

Ruth’s ‘agreement with the Yankees 
was a compromise that was effected 
under peaceful circumstances. The 
pyrotechnics that were presaged when 
the Babe laid his $100,000-a-year de- 
mands before Colonel Ruppert did 
not develop. Far from it, the con- 
ference in Colonel Ruppert’s spacious 
private office at the Ruppert Brewery, 
Ninety-first Street and Third Avenue, 
held behind firmly closed. doors, did 
not emit one harsh note, | ; 

Ruppert. Makes Announcement. 

The conference started promptly at 
1 o’clock, after a squad of thirty news 
photographers had.delayed proceedings 
for forty minutes. Promptly at 1:55 
Edward Grant Barrow, business man- 
ager of the Yankees, stepped from the 
conference room and invited twenty 
writers gathered for the occasion to 
step in and hear the glad tidings. 

Babe has accepted a three-year con- 
tract calling for $210,000," announced 
Colonel Ruppert. 

“I sure have,” said Babe, “and I’m 
glad that’s off my mind.” 

“Babe Ruth now is the highest paid 
man in baseball,’’ announced Colonel 
Ruppert proudly, ‘‘We came to terms 
without any trouble. Babe will go to 
ene P on Saturday and. everything is 

ne.’ 2 , 

It then developed that when Ruth 
entered the conference his first decla- 
ration was that he intended to stick 
by his demands for a two-year con- 
tract selling for $200,000. Colonel Rup- 
pert was adamant on the proposition 
of a one-year contract. Ruth wanted 
at least two years and ‘$100,000 for 
each year. 

Both Ruppert and Ruth stuck out 
for their point, but gradually gave in 
until Ruppert offered to compromise, 
proposing the longer term if Ruth 
would cut his salary demands; and this 
Ruth ‘promptly did, effecting the final 
agreement. 

Regarding the $7,700 that Babe de- 
manded as ‘a refund from fines last 
year and the year before and Babe’s 
hospital bill in 1925, Ruth and Ruppert 
apparently came to a secret agree- 
ment. In any event it played no part 
in the ‘negotiations, being dismissed in 
the discussion afterward by Ruppert 
with the remark that “Babe and I 
shall have fixed that up all.right.” .

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Through 
the application of closure, resorted to 
at .the instance. of Administration 
leaders, the Senate tonight, by a vote 
of 71 to 6, passed the Mellon-Andrews 
bill to reorganize the prohibition ser- 
vice with a view to more effective en- 
forcement along lines mapped out by 
General Lincoln C. Andrews, Assistant | 
Secretary of the Treasury, and his dry | 
board of strategy. | 

The Senate’s action did not end the | 
fight for the passage of the bill as 
that body added amendments to which | 
the House must concur before the | 
measure can be sent to the President | 
for signature and become a law. 

Although leaders of the Senate wet | 
bloc had proclaimed last week ‘that 
the reorganization bill would die on | 
the calendar only a corporal’s guard | 
rallied against the measure on the 
roll-call. The negative votes were 
cast by Senators Broussard, Bruce, 
Edwards, Gerry and King, Democrats, 
and Wadsworth, Republican. — — 

Some of the wets supported the pro- | 
posal on the ground that it was merely, 
a piece of enforcement machinéry, not 
affecting the fundamental principles 
of prohibition, An ‘effort by Senator 
Bruce to remove a provision placing 
rules failed by a viva voce vote.

Two convicts 
were missing from their célls' at the 
regular after-supper count of prisoners. 

The missing convicts are: Joseph 


Pioli, 28 years old, and George Wal-|. 


male, 48, both of New York City. Pioli 
is a notorious gunman and thief, 
known as ‘‘Habe” in; the underworld

‘Babe has at least three killings on 
his record. He was serving twenty 
years for manslaughter. He shot and 
killed “Big Bill” Brennan, a prize 
fighter who stayed twelve rounds with 
Dempsey when the latter was cham- 


pion, in Brennan’s Club Tia Juana, a 
night club at 600 West’ 17ist Street, in 
1924. »At.the ‘same time. and place, 
“Babe”. or a cqgmpanion shot and killed 
James Cullen, a State trooper. Pre- 
viously “Babe” had been indicted for 
killing his own’ brother and shooting 
his mother during a family quarrel ‘at 
a New Year’s Eve party. He had shown 
a remarkable facility for avoiding 
punishment for his crimes. 


Walmale Less Dangerous. 


Walmale is regarded as a less dan- 
gerous man. He was sent to Sing 
Sing about a year ago for carrying a 
pistol, and was sentenced to four years 
“flat,” as a second offender. In ap- 
pearance he would be more likely to be 
taken for a criminal than the innocent- 
looking ‘“‘Babe,’? for Walmale has an 
ugly scar on his face. Another distin- 
guishing mark is a crooked little finger 
of his left hand. 

The two men are said to have met 
for the first time in Clinton Prison at 
Dannemora, to which both were trans- 
ferred soon after they were commit- 
ted to Sing Sing.. It is customary to 
send long-term prisoners to. Danne- 
mora. Why “Babe” and Walmale were 
transferred back to Sing Sing is not 
known, but Walmale came back here 
on Jan..21 last and ‘‘Babe”’ followed 
him on Feb. 12. , ‘ 

Pioli and Walmale did not show any 
signs of being friends or conspirators 
after they returned to Sing Sing; 
otherwise they . would have been 
watched more closely. Both occupied 
cells in the old cell block, but some 
distance from’ eachother. Pioli was 
employed as a waiter in the mess hall 
and Walmale as a laborer in a yard 
company, shoveling cout and doing 
other rough ‘work. 


Vanished After Noon Count. 


Both were in ,their cells at the regu- 
lar noon ‘‘count’”’ after luncheon. 

At 4:30 o’clock a¥ the prisoners out- 
side the walls were e@ered inside and 
at 5 o’clock they went-to dinner. ‘The 
count was made at 6 o’clock. Three 
counts were made and when it then 
appeared certain that Pioli and Wal- 
male were missing the prison siren 
was blown and the man-hunt was on.

aboard, were cut loose from their ac- 
companying tug by a storm which 
Swept up the Atlantic seaboard last 
night wreaking its fury on foreign and 
coastwise shipping. 

Many coastwise steamers were kept 
at their ports, their captains deciding 
not to risk their vessels and the lives 
of the passenger and crews, while 
small craft scurried with all speed to 
the shelter of the nearest harbors as 
the gale increased in volume and 
worked up heavy seas. 


The coastwise passenger liner City 
of St. Louis of ‘the Savannah Line, 
bound from Savannah to this port, 
with twenty-five to thirty passengers 
and a crew of about fifty, at 2 o'clock: 
this morning was reportted by The 
Associated Press to be dangerously 
near the Diamond Shoals, off Cape 
——— and drifting on to the shoals 
with her steam steering gear disabled. 


British Freighter Refloated. 

The British freighter King David, 
which left this port on Tuesday with a 
general cargo for Samoa, Fiji and 
other South Sea islands, by way of the 
Panama Canal, drifted ashore near 
Cape Henry Light, Va. Her distress 
signals, sent out before midnight, were 
picked up by the Munson liner Mu- 
nargo and that ship, as well as Coast 
Guard cutters, went to the assistance 
of the disabled freighter. 

At 1:25 this morning the Captain of 
the King David wirelessed that his 
ship was once more afloat and was 
proceeding to sea. 

The King David went ashore on a 
sand bar and was later pulled off by 
the coastguard cutter Carrabassett, ac- 
cording to an early morning dispatch 
to The Associated Press from Norfolk, 
Va. Because of the tremendous sea 
kicked up by the gale the Captain of 
the freighter sent out an S OS and 
burned flares when he found his ves- 
sel in trouble, and the urgency of his 
signals caused the Captain of the Ctr- 
rabassett, which had started out from 
Norfolk to the assistance of the City 
of St. Louis, to alter his course and 
go to the British ship. After freeing 
the King David the coastguard cutter 
proceeded under a full head of steam 
toward the City of St. Louis. 

American Ship Asks Help. 


The Firmore, a 7,000-ton American 
steamer, operated by the Oregon 
Steamship Corporation, bound from 
Daiquiri for Baltimore, sent out a call 
for help just after midnight, report- 
ing that she was ashore and asking 
that, tugs be sent immediately, accord- 
ing to The Associated Press and other 
sources. At that time the exact posi- 
tion of the vessel could not be de- 
termined. 

The Maracaibo of the Atlantic and 
Caribbean Steam Navigation Company, 
bound from Central and South Ameri- 
can ports to this port, was in dis- 
tress somewhere in the vicinity of the 
Virginia Capes, and the Sulanierco, of 
the Submarine Boat Corporation. of 
Newark, N. J., reported that she was 
hove to, also off the capes. 

The two Government lightships, the 
Winter Quarter and the Charles, were 
torn from their moorings off the Vir- 
ginia Coast, but the fact that both ves-

Describes Overcrowding. 

“No one disputes that conditions of 
‘overcrowding on the existing subways 
have become so serious that they are 
dangerous to life and health and are 
actually indecent. You don’t need any 
‘whereases’ by. civic .associations to 
prove that. All you have to do is to 
pay a nickel to find out. 

“The only remedy for this condition 
is to build more rapid transit lines. 
To build these lines has been a matter 
of agitation for many years and has 
taken form in many legislative meas- 
ures that came to Albany while I was 
here and in the discussion of which I 
have participated with you. 

. “Three years ago the authorities of 
the city and representatives of both 


place in the Legislature agreed upon 
egislation, and for the first time vested 
in the city itself the direct authority 
nd responsibility of providing the re- 
lief that everybody conceded was nec- 
essary. This took the form of an act 
creating the Board of Transportation 
@nd very specifically defining the 
duties of that. board. 

“That measure was a compromise 
-one, but it did provide a very sub- 
stantial measure of relief. It specifi- 
cally directed the Board of Transpor- 
tation to prepare a-plan of enlarge- 
ment of the rapid transit facilities of 
the city, to estimate the cost of con- 
structing and of equipping with cars 
and other necessary devices the rapid 
transit railroads to be designed, and be- 
yond that a new feature directing the 
board to report to the city authorities 
an estimate of the probable results of 
operation for a period of ten vears in 
the future. 

“A year was devoted to such plan- 
ning and in June, 1925, a definite, com- 
prehensive plan, embracing fifty-seven 
miles of new railroad, was presented 
to the city, calling for the expenditure 
of $600,000,000 

‘*Before adoption public hearings were 
held, and organized civic associations 
in all boroughs were cons-ilted. The 
Borough Presidents of various bor- 
oughs elicited public sentiment. As a 
result, all of the routes proposed were 
unanimously adopted, except four 
miles in Brooklyn. with the consent 
and approval of ncarly all elements of 
the population, and certainly of the 
people at large. 


Need of Additional Funds. 


“After that preliminary approval 
these routes and plans were then 
brought to the attention of the own- 
ers of the property adjoining such 


routes, in accordance with the require- 
ment of the Constitution, and three- 
fourths of all of the property owners 
signed their consent, 

“It was reported by the board that 
the railroads described in the plan 
could be constructed and put into 
operation in about six years, but that 
completion in that time would absorb 
all of the resources of the city and 
would leave nothing for schools, hos- 
pitals, streets, sewers, dock facilities 
or for any other of the essential public 
improvements that must be provided 
to keep pace with the growth of the 
city. 

“This plan was explained to this 
committee last year, practically to the 
same men who are now again hearing 
the argument. As a result, you 
adopted a resolution to amend the 
Constitution so that the City of New 
York might borrow $300,000,009 in ex- 
cass of the debt limit for the construc- 
tion of new subways and for that 
purpose only. 

“The argument today is precisely the 
same argument as presented last year. 
The plan today is precisely the same 
plan as was explained to you last year. 
The plen is definite and precise in its 
description of routes, of cost of con- 
struction, of cost of equipment and as 
to the probable results of operations. 

“It was for the purpose of financing 
this very plan that you adopted the 
resolution last year. The necessity for 
adopting it again is not only as acute 
as it was a year ago but far more 
necessary; because, in the meantime, 
the continued growth of the city has 
accentuated the need for rapid transit, 
and for all other city improvements. 

“The passage of the resolution by the 
Legislature last year was such a great 
encouragement to the authorities of the 
city that we have gone confidently 
forward with our subway construction 
program. It would be a serious calam- 
ity and a serious injury to the city if 
the work should be interrupted. We 
have no doubt now that you are going 
to permit us to go forward with it. 

“The City Government is confronted 
every week with demands for the 
building of new schools, new hospitals, 
public institutions of all kinds; for 
traffic relief by the widening or con- 
struction of streets and the construc- 
tion of tunnels and bridges; for the 
building of new sewers for the protec- 
tion of the health of the people; for 
the establishment of playgrounds and 
parks and a multitude of other im- 
gear that chould be and must 

e provided. 

“Discussion of a possible plan of 
uniting railroads that are already over- 
crowded will not relieve the discom- 
fort or the indecency that prevails 
upon them. 


New Subways Only Relief. 


“Nothing will relieve that but new 
subways. While the Transit Commis- 
gion and. the railroad companies are 
talking about unification of existing 
railroads the City Administration pro- 
poses to build additional transit facili- 
ties for the service of the public. And 
if a plan of unification can be devel- 
oped the city authorities will give it 
serious attention when it comes. 

“Tf the Legislature passes the Dill 
that is now before it which would 
vest in the city authorities power to 
conduct these railroads and administer 
these railroads then the duty of pro- 
viding for the future operation will lie 
upon the city and not until then. 

‘Those who attempt to connect a 
plan of unification with the resolution 
now pending before you for an in- 
crease in the borrowing power of the 
city either ignore or do not. understand 
that not one dollar of the money that 
will be made available by this reso- 
lution can be used in any way in con- 
nection with any unification of exist- 
ing railroads. It is limited entirely to 
the construction of new subways, and 
the law provides very specifically, by 
a provision which was inserted with 
the consent and advocacy of the rep- 
resentatives of the city, that the sub- 
ways to be built with this additional 
money mus’ support themselves out 
of the revenues that those subways 
will earn and that this additional bor- 
rowing capacity will not be an ad- 
ditional burden upon the real estate 
property of the city.

Mr. Hofstadter apparently assumed 
that this plan contemplated the recap- 
ture of the recapturable Brooklyn- 
Manhattan Transit and Interborough 
Rapid Transit lines, but the Mayor re- 
fused to discuss that or any other 
subject looking to a future solution of 
the subway problem on the ground that 
it would merely .furnish information 
to the traction companies. 

‘“‘What cooperation have you and the 
Board of Estimate given the Transit 
Commission in the preparation of a 
unification plan,” Mr. Hofstadter 
asked, 

“ET am still for home rule and I am 
the Chief Executive of New York 
City,” the Mayor replied, smiling. 
“The law requires that the Transit 
Commission initiate a plan for unifica- 
tion and submit it to the Board, of 
Estimate. When that plan is \sub- 
mitted it will have all the cooperation 
possible from the board, so far as I 
am concerned. In the meanwhile, if 
they ask for cooperation, they can 
have it. They have not asked for it 


yet. 

“As things are now, unification de- 
pends upon what the existing com- 
panies will be do more than on any- 
thing else. The only Transit Commis- 
sion submitted a unification law, and 
the companies turned it down flat. 
Originally the former Transit Com- 
sion had the power to force a plan on 
the city. It has been only since 1923 
that the city has had the power to 
refuse such a plan and not have it 
forced on it. 

“T’ll cooperate with anybody for the 
best interests of the city.

Can’t Tell About Extensions. 


Mr. Hofstadter asked the Mayor 
what extensions and additions to the 
Board of Transportation’s subway con-, 
struction program would be necessary 
in the future. 

“Obviously, I can’t answer that,’ 
the. Mayor replied. 

“Surely you are familiar with the 
details of that subway construction 
program,”’ Mr. Hofstadter rejoined. 
“Oh, no,” replied the Mayor, smil- 
ingly. “I do not know that. You 
don’t mean to flatter me, but you do. 
I ‘don’t know the details.”’ 
‘“Isn’t that very important?’ Mr. 
Hofstadter countered. 

“The details of the routes are not 
important to me because they have 
been adopted,’’ Mayor Walker replied. 
“The thing that 1s important to me 
is to get the money to build them.” 
“To what extent have you deviated 
from the plans of your predecessor, 
Mayor Hylan?” was the next question. 
“That question might be supposed to 
be embarrassing,” retorted Mayor 
Walker, facetiously, ‘‘but it isn’t, since 
I have been photographed with him 
at Palm Beach. TU be very frank 
about it. Of course { do not know 
the details. Mr. Assemblyman, have 
you ever been Mayor of New York?’ 

Mr. Hofstadter then brought from 
the Mayor agreement with the asser- 
tion that the city’s non-self support- 
ing investment in subways amounted 
to approximately $275,000,000.°~~ 

“What plan have you for liquidating 
these frozen assets,’”’ he asked 

“A great many persons would like 
to know what I am thinking about 
that,” the Mayor replied. ‘‘You would 
not want me to tip off the other side, 
would you?” 

“No,” repliéd Mr. Hofstadter, ‘‘but 
I thought you might have a plan which 
the people of. the city would be in- 
terested in knowing. I believe they 
would like to know whether the city 
contemplates recapture of some of the 
existing lines.”’ 

“You know that not one penny of 
the $300,000,000 which the city would 
be empowered to borrow by the 
amendment could be used for recap- 
ture, but that all must be used for 
construction,’’ the Mayor replied. 

Mr. Hofstadter again asked if the 
Mayor did not have some plan to make 
the city’s investment in subways self- 
sustaining.

And release the frozen credit!’ the 
Mayor rejoined.

“Are you willing to abandon the 
city’s subway investment?’ Mr. Hof- 
stadter kept on. 

“I am not willing to abandon the

“Tt is a very simple matter to take out 
the Mayor of New York City in public 
and put to him a list of well-prepared 
questions, obviously for the purpose 
of embarrassing him. There is one 
question I would like to ask Assem- 
blyman Hofstadter. Why did he in- 
troduce the resolution if he has so 
many misgivings about it?’ 

“That's a fair question,” Mr. Hof- 
stadter replied. ‘‘When the Mayor 
went into office, he did so after eight 
years of neglect of transit. The for- 
mer Mayor was ejected from office by 
the people because of his neglect of 
their transit needs.

“Since that time: the: Board of :Esti- 
mate has failed to tell the people what 
its transit policy is' and what it in- 
tends to do to solve the problem, A 
year went by and no progress of any 
sort had been made. We still hoped 
that there would be progress between 
the time of the introduction of the 
resolution and today. I don’t-see that 
anything has been done toward the 
solution of this vital problem, and we 
don’t know how the Board of Bsti- 
mate intends to operate this inde- 
pendent subway system, how long the 
5-cent fare will continue,. what -the 
board is going to do with the existing 
subways or whether it intends to try 
to recapture them."’

Wallstein Heads Opposition.

Mr. Wallstein maintained that this 
lack of a program was in sharp con- 
trast with the methods of Governor 
Smith, who made his successful fight 
for a $100,000,000 bond issue amend- 
ment by specifying in detail just how 
the money vould be expended for the 
rehabilitation of State buildings and 
the construction of new ones. 

‘Last year it was believed that an 
amendment of the prior proposal 
would insure the use of the city’s bor- 
rowing capacity exclusively for new 
subways as opposed to the cost of re- 
capturing old ones,” Mr. Wallistein 
continued. ‘‘The pending proposal com- 
pels no such result. Any part of the 
existing borrowing capacity of $243,- 
000,000 would, by this amendment, be 
made available for us> in recapturing 
existing subways.”’ 

Mr. Wallstein contended that the city 
would undoubtedly have to ask for 
further extension of borrowing capac- 
ity outside its debt limit because of 
the necessity of increasing its water 
supply system in the near future. 


Increase in Debt Burden. 


‘When the debt limit was last ex- 
panded, for water supply purposes in 
1905, the debt burden in the city 
budget was $22,141,492, or only 39 
points in the tax rate on the total 
assessed realty valuation of $5,640,542,- 
657,’"’ he continued. ‘‘That is, the bur- 
den of existing debt then was only 
about one-half of what it is today. 

“It further appears that, since the 
last extension of the debt limit in 
1905, the annual burden for debt in 
New York City has been increased 
about 450 per cent., while the assessed 
realty values have increased only 
about 250 per cent., or slightly more 
than half as much. 

“Clearly, in the light of experience, 
this is not the time to expand the 
city’s borrowing capacity. The Admin- 
istration’s case is not improved by 
pointing out that under the present 
law the new subways must be self- 
sustaining after three years of opera- 
tion. The Delaney report of 1925 shows 
that they cannot be self-supporting ex- 
cept at a fare of 8 cents or higher. 

“The alternatives will then be the 
imposition of even further burdens on 
the rentpayers or an increase of fare 
to 8 or 10 cents. Irresistible pro- 
test from the people of New York 
will require the higher fare and then 
what of the present subways? The 
fares on them will have to be raised to 
the same rate. If I were a traction 
company in New York, I should do all 
I could to promote the approval of this 
pro . I suspect that traction stocks 
in New York had their recent spurt 
for no other reason than the prev- 
alent belief that our genial Mayor 
would ‘kid’ you into giving him this 
amendment.

INCOME TAX FOR SCHOOLS. 


Proposed by Pratt Bill as Offset 
to Friedsam Measure.

ALBANY, March 2.—Assemblyman 
Walter L. Pratt of St. Lawrence, lead- 
er of the opposition to the Friedsam 
bill, which would appropriate $18,500,- 
C00 as a State contribution to the pub- 
lic schools, announced this evening 
that he would introduae a bill tomor- 
row in which provision would be made 
for meeting this new outlay by means 
of an additional tax on personal in- 
come “by reason of the increased ex- 
penses of the State for education.” 
The bill does not affect income tax 
Payers in the lower brackets. The 1 
per cent. rate levied in the present law 
against incomes below $10,000 is not af- 
fected. An additional tax of 1 per cent. 
On incomes from $10,000 to $50,000, of 
1% on incomes from $50,000 to, $100,000 
and of 2% on incomes above $100,000 is 
provided for. 
Two-thirds of the money raised 
would go into the State Treasury, the 
remainder to the localities where col- 
lected. Mr. Pratt said he thought this 
arrangement would enable the State to 
provide the necessary $18,500,000 out of 
its own share and leave the proceeds 
from the proposed tax on gasoline free 
to be used for highway construction 
and maintenance, 
“I have been wrongly charged with 
being opposed to State aid for the 
schools,” he said. “I am strongly in 
favor of State aid, as provided by the 
Friedsam bill, and my objection to that 
measure is entirely on the ground of 
the inequitable distribution of the 
money, which, as I see it, would in- 
volve a gross discrimination in favor 
of New York City and against the 
schools of other localities.”’ 
Mr. Pratt said he proposed the edu- 
cational income tax to prevent the bur- 
den from falling on real estate, which

ALBANY, March 2.—Half’a dozgn 
bills designed to give to womien equal 
rights under the law with men, in- 
cluding one which would permit mem- 
bers of the feminine sex.to serve on 
juries, were killed by the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee today. The mea- 
sures were sponsored by Assemblyman 
Goodrich, Westchester Republican, and 
were backed by the League of Women 
Voters and the National Women’s 
Party. 
The action of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee was taken less than twenty-four 
hours after Olga Petrova, the Russian 
actress, and scores of women from all 
parts of the State had come to the 
Capitol to plead for favorable action. 
They had- expected that a majority 
of the bills would go down to defeat, 
but they had hoped for better treat- 
ment, they said, for their jury mea- 
sure. 


The Defeated Women’s Bills. 


In addition to the bill which would 
permit women to serve on juries, the 
committee killed the following other 


measures desired by the women: 

The Graves bill to make parents 
joint natural guardians of minor chik 
dren and equally entitled to the child’s 
earnings and services. 

The Fay bill providing that a hus- 
band has no claim for damages or in- 
jury suffered by his wife. 

The Jenks bill providing that the 
definition of ‘‘vagrant’’ shall include 
any person guilty of lewdness. 

The Jenks bill designed to legitima- 
tize children born out of wedlock. 
Mrs. Rhoda Fox Graves, the only 
woman member of the Legislature, 
said she regretted the action of the 
Judiciary Committee, particularly in 
relation to the bill which would have 
permitted women to serve on juries. 
“This is the last wall of the glass 
cage of.tradition and prejudice built 
around women,” said Mrs. Graves. ‘‘I 
had hoped that the 1927 session would 
have the honor of breaking down this 
wall. Of course, it will come eventu- 
ally, but I had hoped that the present 
session would be broad enough to do 
this for the women of New York 
State.” 


Other Bills Killed. 


The Judiciary Committee ¢!d not 
give all its attention to the women’s 
bills. It killed also a proposal apon- 
sored by Senator Baumes, father of 
the anti-crime laws, which would have 
provided for a constitutional amend- 
ment to permit defendarits in all crim- 
inal cases, except where the punish- 


ment was death, to waive their right 
of trial by jury. This measure had 
passed the Senate and its supporters 
were surprised at the action of the 
lowe house committee. 

Two constitutional amendments spon- 
sored by Assemblyman Maurice Bloch, 
Democratic leader of the House, were 
rejected by the committee. One pro- 
vided for a reapportionment of mem- 
bers of the Legislature based on the 
last census and the other for the abo- 
lition of the State census. Both were 
urged by Governor Smith. 

‘“‘When the committee submits its re- 
port tomorrow, I intend to move that 
the report be laid on the table and 
discussed at some future date, prob- 
ably next Monday night,” said Mr. 
Bloch. 

A bill sponsored by Assemblyman 
Hackenburg, New: York City Demo- 
crat, intended to abolish capital pun- 
ishment, was killed by the committee. 

The measure, sponsored by Senator 
Thompson of Kings Park, L. I., would 
divide the Second Judicial District into 
one composed of the counties of Rich- 
mond and Kings and another, to be 
known as the Tenth Judicial District, 
composed of Queens, Nassau and Suf- 
folk. 

When Senator Thompson admitted 
that he knew of no bar association 
supporting his bill, Senator Downing 
declared that it was just a question 
of the election of judges. 


HOUSE REJECTS PLAN 
FOR REAPPORTIONMENT 


Fenn Bill Is Defeated, 198 to 183 
—New York Would Have 
Lost Two Members.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—By a vote 
of 198 to 188 the House today defeated 
the Fenn bill which proposed to re- 
apportion membership in that body on 
the basis of the estimated census of 
1930. 
While the measure retained the 
present membership of 435 its defeat 
‘was brought about by the State dele- 
gations that would have lost Repre- 
sentatives under the plan of reap- 
portionment it embodies. The bill was 
brought up under “suspension of the 
rules,"”” which required a two-thirds 
vote to send the bill on its way to the 
Senate. Today’s vote consigned it to 
the legislative scrapheap. 
A House of 435 members based upon 
the principle of apportionment proposed 
would have resulted in a loss in mem- 
bership for seventeen States and a gain 
to thirteen States. 
New York, which now has 43 mem- 
bers, would have lost 2; Indiana, Iowa, 
Kentucky and Mississippi 2 each; 
Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, 
chusetts, Nebraska, North 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Vermont and 
Virginia 1 each, and Missouri 4. Cali- 
fornia would have gained 6,’ Michigan 
4, Ohio 3, New Jersey and Texas 2 
each; Arizona, Connecticut, Florida, 
Montana, New Mexico, North Carolina, 
Oklahoma and Washington 1 each.

East River Savings Bank of New 
York City, who led the delegation, 
figured that the yield on the public 
utility bonds involved would be three- 
tenths of 1 per cent. higher than the 
return on railroad securities, which 
are now a legal investment, and seven- 
tenths of 1 per cent. higher than the 
yield on municipal bonds. 
“This is a step which will put the 
depositors more nearly on a footing 
with the independent investor,”” Mr. 
James declared, ‘‘without sacrificing 
their safety. Utilities are nearer the 
same level year in and year out than 
railroads.”’

Many persons in Sharon 
had identified photographs of Jerry as 
on seat of Howard Noble, Mr. Burris de- 
elared. 


Former Wife on the Stand. 


Mrs. Flora Dove Lange, 42, of 531 
West Grand Boulevard, Detroit, iden- 
tified Tarbot as the man to whom 
she said she was married in Toledo 
on Dec. 22, 1917, after a six months’ 
courtship in Detroit. He was then 
known, she said, as Howard Francis 
Noble. There was an early disagree- 
ment and the wife obtained a divorce 
eight weeks after the marriage.

Identified As Former Husband. 


Tarbot laughed and stared when 
Mrs. Lange, a comely woman, took 
the stand. 


“Did you ever see this man before?’ 
she was asked. 

“Yes. I met him at my home in De- 
troit,’”’ she said. ‘‘He was a mechanic 
working for the American Car and 
Foundry Company, and he and I were 
married after he had been coming to 
see me' for about six months.” 

She said he never talked about his 
family, but told her his name was 
Howard Francis Noble, and he used 
this name in the marriage ceremony 
in Toledo. Department of Justice 
agents have investigated the record of 
this marriage. 

“We only got along together two 
weeks,”’ she said; “‘then we disagreed, 
and he left me. I got a divorce.” 

“What was the name of the Justice 
of the Peace who married you?” asked 
Representative Mary T. Norton of 
New Jersey, who has been much inter- 
ested in Tarbot’s case. 

“I have forgotten his name,’ Mrs. 
Lange said. ‘I have been. married 
four times.”’ 

Mrs. Lange was asked whether there 
was any mark on his body concealed 
by his clothing which would establish 
his identity. 

“I believe he has an eagle tatooed 
on his arm,’’ she said. 

Near the close of the hearing Jerry 
was asked by members of the commit- 
tee to roll up his sleeves. No trace 
could be found of tattoo marks. 

Tarbot was identified by Mrs. Sue 
Kahl Seiple of Erie as a man she met 
frequently there and who used the 
name, Howard Francis Nobile. She 
said he had ‘‘kept company” with her 
for several weeks. 

When Special Agent Burris resumed 
his testimony at the night session he 
said Tarbot was the son of Lucille 
Martin and Pierre Dubois, a French 
clothing merchant; that he was born 
in New York, and was known on the 
west side as ‘‘Frenchy,’”’ and that 
early in life he began to prepare for 
the priesthood, but dropped the idea. 


Tells Where Noble Worked. 


Mr. Burris read a statement by J. W. 
Reeves, Employment Manager of the 
General Electric Company, about the 


application for a job by Howard Fran- 
cis Noble of 703 Liberty Street, Erie, 
Pa. The statement said that this man 
was employed from Jan. 25, 1918, to 
Feb. 2, 1918. Previously he had been 
employed by the Dodge Motor Com- 
pany of Detroit from October, 1915, to 
April, 1916, and then by the Ford Motor 
Company at Walkerville, Ont., from 
April, 1916, to July, 1917, and by the 
American Car and Foundry Company 
of Detroit until Jan. 25, 1918. 

‘That was shortly before the marines 
made the Verdun push,” remarked 
Chairman Johnson. 

James H. Taylor, of the Naval Of- 
fice of Identification, declared the sig- 
nature of Noble in the application for 
a job with the General Electric Com- 
pany was the same handwriting as 
that of Jerry Tarbot.

“Must excuse myself from saying 
anything,” replied Tarbot, “if you 
want to crucify me, go ahead.” 

Resuming, Special Agent Burris said 
he had been unable to find a finger- 
print of Tarbot in any of the military 
branches of the Government. He then 
took up the history of Tarbot in Cali- 
fornia, telling of the man’s arrest in 
San Francisco in June, 1922, for alleged 
false pretenses in automobile dealings. 

Here Tarbot broke in with a declara- 
tion that he wanted to explode a 
‘“‘bombshell that had been going around 
the country.” He said his case had 
been dismissed by a California Judge 
and to him had been given the name 
of Jerry Tarbot. 


A Prisoner in San Francisco. 


E. Van Buskirk, fingerprint ex- 
pert of the Department of Justice, 
identified the fingerprints of Tarbot as 


those of Police Prisoner No. 33023, who 
was arrested in San Francisco in June, 
1922, on charges of obtaining automo- 
biles under false pretenses. 

Tarbot was allowed to address the 
committee and made a dramatic 
speech. He said the testimony ad- 
duced today was “old stuff.’’ He 
said he had been in Akron, as stated, 
and when asked by Mrs. Norton if he 
remembered the woman who claimed 
to have been married to him he re- 
plied: 

“I might have married her. A guy 
is likely to go crazy once in a while.” 

He was asked if he had any insight 
as to his real identity. He replied: 

“I think I am ‘Frenchy’ Martin and 
worked at Akron.’’ 

Tarbot said his handwriting and that 
of Martin were the same. 

Announcement was made for the 
committee that it would suspend ac- 
tion on the Tarbot case as presented 
by the Carter bill, pendi. g further in- 
vestigation.

James J. Reilly of 1,181 East Thirty- 
ninth Street, Brooklyn, said last night 
that he had called Chairman Johnson 
to inquire for further particulars after 
having read in an afternoon paper 
that Jerry Tarbot was really Alexan- 
der Dubois, son of a French father 
and Irish mother. Mr. Reilly has a 
cousin who has that name and parent- 
age, he said.

Baltimore Merchant Acquires 
Painting Brought to New 
York Secretly From Paris. 


FOUND IN OLD VIENNA HOME 


Authenticity Is Vouched For by 
Dr. Gronau of Germany and 
Bernhard Berenson. 


Again an American art collector has 
seized from hands of European art 
lovers a rare prize. This was disclosed 
yesterday by the F. Kleinberger Gal- 
leries, Inc., of 725 Fifth Avenue, which 
announced that Jacob Epstein, a Bal- 
timore merchant, had acquired, as a 
result of secret negotiations, a por- 
trait of Emilia Pia de Montefeltro, 
painted by Raphael in the early part 
of the sixteenth century and classed 
as one of his finest works: Mr. Epstein 
surprised art critics last month by his 
acquisition of Van Dyck’s “Rinaldo 
and Armida.” 

The Raphael painting, depicting a 
widow of the Montefeltro family, 
Raphael’s patrons and protectors, is 
on wood, 17 Inches high and 11% wide. 
The price understood to have been 
paid by Mr. Epstein, $250,000, is one 
of the highest ever recorded for an 
old master of this size and type. The 
portrait had been lost to the world of 
art for two centuries. Today it hangs 
in Mr. Epstein’s residence in Balti- 
more. 

The history of the portrait is 
shrouded in the haze of years, but its 
authenticity is vouched for by Bern- 
hard Berenson, European connoisseur, 
and by Dr. George Gronau, former 
director of the Cassell.Gallery at Cas- 
sell, Germany, who discovered it in an 
old residence in Vienna. 


How It Was Discovered. 


The story of the discovery, as told 
at the galleries yesterday, was that 
Dr. Gronau, while traveling through 
Austria and Hungary last Summer, 
chanced across a dealer in art, an old 
acquaintance, in a hotel lobby in 
Vienna. 

“Take a little drive with me and I’ll 
show you g good piece of Italian por- 
traiture,” the priest told Dr. Gronau. 
“Perhaps, with your knowledge, you 
can tell me who painted it. It has 
the appearance of great age.“ 

Dr. Gronau went, and was taken to 
an old house in a state of decay, led 
into a dark, dusty room, where, when 
the blinds were thrown open, he saw 
several paintings on the wall, some 
mediocre, some worthless. Then the 
friend directed Dr. Gronau’s attention 
to a portrait on wood of a dignified 
woman, slightly past the first bloom of 
youth, clad in costume suggesting the

almost sombre. 

“My friend, you think this portrait 
is the work of an Italian? You are 
right,”” said Dr. Gronau. He exam- 
ined it more closely, removed it from 
its place on the wall and took it into 
better light. On its back he found 
written in black paint, in a hand char- 
acteristic of Italy of 400 years ago, 
the words, “Emilia Pia de Montefel- 
tro.’ 

“This is the work of Raphael Santi,’’ 
Dr. Gronau declared. The dealer then 
got in touch with M. Coray-Stoop of 
Zurich, Switzerland, an obscure art 
collector, but a close friend, who hur- 
tried to Vienna in haste. A few days 
later the forgotten masterpiece hung 
in his private gallery in Zurich. As 
yet the art world was unaware of its 
existence, 


Brought Here Secretly. 


Later, the Swiss collector dismayed 
dealers by the price he set on the 
painting. The Kleinberger Galleries, 
through their Pari. office, heard of the 
painting, and came to an agreement 
with the Swiss for its sale. Secretly 
the painting was packed and shipped 
to Paris, thence to New York. Here 
it was displayed to a favored few,

Desiring to get the best authority to 
pass on the painting, Mr. Epstein com- 
municated with Mr, Berenson, who re- 
plied in the following letter: 

“I desire to assure you that the” 
attribution of this picture to Raphael 
himself is, for me, a matter beyond 
dispute. It has all the characteristics 
and marks of his early works, such as 
the two portraits in the Pitti of the 
Duke and Duchess of Urbino—relatives 
of the sitter of your: panel—and of 
other young works, as, for instance, 
the famous Gran’ Duca Madonna, also 
in the Pitti, all painted on his first 
return to the Court of Urbino as a 
young but already recognized. great 
master, about 1504. 

“As a work of art, apart from any 
question of authorship, this portrait is 
as simple, as direct and as convincing 
as any masterpiece by Antonello da 
Messina or Piero della Francesca, two 
of the greatest names in Renaissance 
art. The design offers an admirable 
instance of simplification, without 
smoothing away or flattering the ob- 
jective appearance of the person repre- 
sented.’’ 

Mr. Epstein, it was said, came here 
as an emigrant boy, and amassed a 
fortune in the dry goods business. 


Six Others Are Fined for Taking

25 ESCAPE UNIDENTIFIED 


One Cambridge Merchant Convicted 
—All Enter Appeals From the 
Court’s Decision.

CAMBRIDGHB, Mass., March 2.—Ten 
Harvard. students and one Cambridge 
citizen were found guilty today of dis- 
turbing the peace in the Harvard 
Square ‘riot’ of two weeks ago. Four 
of the students and Arthur Clements, 
a Cambridge merchant, were fined $25 
each and sentenced to ten days in the 
house of correction. Fines of $20, $10 
and $1 were imposed on six other stu- 
dents. All of these appealed. 

Oliver D. Ferguson, a Harvard se- 
nior, charged with disturbing the 
peace and a double charge of assault 
and battery, was acquitted with the 
twenty-five students who remained 
unidentified throughout the trial. 

Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, President 
of the university, who was in court 
when Judge Stone announced his find- 
ings, stated that he would furnish bail 
for the ten students held, but the 
Court released them on their own 
recognizance 

The roms of the Court came as a 
distinct victory to the prosecution in 
a case which has been held in crowded 
court rooms since its opening, over 
two weeks ago.

STEEL MAN'S WIFE 


Warns Mrs. James C. Barr in 
Series of Telephone Calls 
Since Last Summer. 


HUSBAND ALSO MENACED 


His Absence at Conference Causes 
Wife to Reveal Threats Made 
Two or Three Times a Week. 


Since last Summer threats against 
the life of Mrs. James Cummings Barr, 
wife of a steel manufacturer, who 
makes his home in this city at the 
Ritz Tower, Park Avenue and Fifty- 
seventh Street, have been received over 


the telephone at a rate of two and 
three a week. 

The last threat was made only a few 
days ago. This was revealed when 
Mrs. Barr reported the disappearance 
of her husband on Tuesday night to 
the police of the East Fifty-first Street 
Station.

Barr’s secretary, who frequently an- 
swered the telephone and heard the 
threats, said the voice was the same 
on every occasion. 

“If you say anything about Mrs. 
Marjorie Dana, I’ll kill you,”’ was the 
general form of the threat, Miss Peters 
said. Occasionally the voice at the 
other end of the telephone would say 
Mrs. Margaret instead of Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Dana. 

Mrs. Dana, Miss Peters said, is a 
woman who met Mr. Barr in a busi- 
ness manner some time ago and with 
whom the Barrs have had no social 
intercourse or connection.

CONVICTS’ HAUNTS WATCHED. 


Escaped Men Now Face Life Terms 
Under Baumes Laws. 


Police Headquarters here received a 
general alarm from Sing Sing asking 
aid in the search for the escaped con- 
victs. Detectives were assigned to 
watch for the men if they tried to 
get into the city or visit their old 
haunts here. 

Both men are subject to imprison- 
ment for life as habitual criminals if 
recaptured, which might make them 
desperate in resisting capture. Jail- 
breaking is a crime in itself, and if 
the men are caught and convicted on 
this charge it will be as fourth offend- 
ers, who, under the Baumes laws, must 
be sentenced to life imprisonment. If 
the Baumes laws had been in effect 
when they were last arrested they 
would have been sentenced to life. 

Records at Headquarters show that 
Pioli, who has used names of Frank 
Rossi and Joseph Venello as aliases, 
has been arrested seven times and con- 
victed four. His record follows: Nov. 
19, 1912, felonious assault, sentenced 
to two years and six months, sentence 
suspended; Nov. 25, 1915, felonious as- 
sault, discharged by Grand Jury; Feb. 
10, 1916, disorderly conduct, $5 fine; 
July 21, 1917, felonious assault, dis- 
charged; April 8, 1918, grand larceny, 
sentenced to four years six months at 
Sing Sing; June 15, 1924, homicide, dis- 
charged; Oct. 29, 1924, manslaughter, 
20 years.

My Dear Mr. Porter: 

I have received your letter of Feb.

The outbreak in the Senate over 
Mexican conditions was in marked 
contrast to the attitude of the State 
Department, which oontinued its 
silence on the note which it transmitted 
to the Mexican Foreign Office on Sat- 
urday.

CHANG’S MEN GUARD SHANGHAI 


Sun’s Leaderless Troops Are Desert- 
ing or Joining Cantonese. 
SHANGHAI, March 2 (4).—Shantung 
Province troops of Chang Tso-lin and 
the Northern Alliance were hurried to 
the front south of Shanghai today to 


replace thousands of deserters fleeing 
before the Cantonese at Sungkiang, 
twenty-nine miles from this city. 

The army of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang, fallen ruler of five Eastern prov- 
inces of China, its morale gone, de- 
moralized after its defeat at Hang- 
chow a fortnight ago, has disinte- 
grated. 

Treachery and betrayals played a 
large part in the collapse of Sun 
Chuan-fang and the loss of his five 
provinces, but he is reported to have 
retired from power with rich coffers. 

Deserted by their Generals, large 
numbers of Sun’s troops were said to 
be going over to the Cantonese army 
for enrolment, and only the arriving 
Shantung troops blocked the way of 
the Cantonese toward Shanghai. 

The Cantonese were believed to be 
bringing up heavy reinforcements be- 
fore engaging the new enemy con- 
fronting them, in the struggle to de- 
termine control of China by North or 
South. The terrain over which the 
Southerners must advance to attack 
Shanghai ig most difficult, being cut 
up with rivers and canals, with bogs 
to make progress harder. 

Competent observers predict that the 
Cantonese may attempt to slip by the 
Shantung army and, advancing by way 
of Lake Taihu, cut the railroad at Soo- 
chow and attack their foes from the 
rear. Both sides have moved troops to 
that area. 

The advance of the Northern troops 
against the Cantonese forces at Han- 
kow has been blocked, temporarily at 
least. Soldiers of Marshal Wu Pei-fu, 
revolting against his authority, are re- 
ported to have refused to cooperate 
with the Manchurians of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, and numbers of them 
are openly hostile to Chang's army. 

Manchurians and former soldiers of 
Wu Pei-fu clashed between Kaifeng 
and Chenchow in Honan Province, 
through which region the Northern 
forces have been seeking permission 
from Wu’s troops for two weeks to 
pass in their campaign against. the 
Cantonese. 

Wu Pei-fu, for years an outstanding 
figure in Chinese military and political 
history, is said to have been shorn of 
all military power by subordinate of- 
ficers and to have withdrawn from his 
old military headquarters. 

Foreign police here today obtained 
evidence that labor rad‘cals are pre- 
paring for another gerferai strike to 
take place whenever the Cantonese 
gain a decisive military victory. The 
agitators were reporte to be using the 
militarists’ own weapon, terrorism, in 
their plans. At least tvyo murders and 
several shootings in the Chinese quar- 
ter are known to have taken place. 
Two were arrested on murder charges. 
Victims of the agitators are chiefly 
Chinese foremen who opposed the re- 
cent strike,

VIENNA, March 2.—According to in- 
formation received here today through 
the rigid censorship in Albania, it is 
believed in Tirana that, with the tacit 
cooperation of Ahmed Bey Zogu, Pres- 
ident of Albania, a revolution is be- 
ing planned to take place there early 
in April, with the object of giving 
Rome, under the terms of the Italy-Al- 
bania treaty, a pretext to land troops 
to occupy the country. 

Well-informed political and diplo- 
matic circles in Tirana think that Italy 
considers the military preparations she 
has been making on the Island of 
Saseno, opposite Valona, and in Al- 
bania itself sufficiently advanced to 
risk the vehement protest Yugoslavia 
is bound to make such mili- 

intervention, should she interfere. 

ether Yugoslavia will confine her- 
self to diplomatic steps or will go to 
war, whether the League of Nations 
or the great powers will be able to 
prevent war or keep it from spreading 
through the Balkans and half Europe 
are the chief subjects of speculation 
in Tirana. 

While rumors of a ‘‘framed-up’’ rev- 
olution, an Italian occupation and war 
form the atmosphere Tirana breathes, 
it is obviously difficult to establish 
any proof of plans to start this chain 
of events. 


Rumors Based on Yugoslav Source. 

The most detailed information re- 
garding the first link—the April revo- 
lution—appears to be based on docu- 
ments opened by the Yugoslav Intel- 
ligence Service. While these data need 
to be taken with great reserve, since 
Yugoslavia is the country less disin- 
terested in the Albanian situation, it 
must be added that the general ten- 
dency in neutral circles in Tirana is to 
accept it as plausible. 

According to this source of informa- 
tion, Shefquet Bey Verlatziaa wealthy 
and powerful Albanian tribal chieftain, 
has employed one Nasif Dibrani to 
start the recolution. Shefquet Bey is 
considered a prospective father-in-law 
of Ahmed Zogu. 

It is alleged that early in February 
Shefquet Bey summoned all his tribes- 
men and instructed them to be ready 
for action at a moment's notice. 

It is said, however, that the revolt 
is not planned on a large scale. 
Only 100 or 200 men will participate in 
it, it is said. Itis pointed out that the 
recent revolt of the Catholic Albanian 
tribes involved hardly more men, but 
proved sufficient to lead Ahmed Zogu 
to sign a treaty with Italy whereby 
Rome is allowed to intervene in order 
to maintain the ‘political status quo.” 


Belgrade Once Aided Zugo. 

The Yugoslavs in their indignation 
and alarm over the relations of Ahmed 
Zogu with Italy throw an interesting 
light on their own connections with him 
while in exile in Belgrade. They ad- 
mit that the Yugoslav Government 
aided him to organize a force of 3,000 
men with which he overthrew the Fan 
Noli régime in Albania, but they com- 
plain that they now have found proof 
that he was even at that time nego- 
tiating with Italy to ‘‘double-cross’’ 
Belgrade, 

Among proofs, it is pointed out that 
Italy did not object to Ahmed’s return 
to power in Albania, though she knew 
Yugoslavia was helping him, and, 
moreover, only two months after he 
became President he signed the Al- 
banian National Bank agreement with 
Italy. 

Finally, much of the war supplies 
Italy is alleged to have provided him 
with were delivered within six months 
after this protégé of her. rival, Bel- 
grade, seized power. 

While many point to the close under- 
standing existing between Ahmed and 
Italy, from which the latter is consid- 
ered to have profited far more than 
Albania, impartial circles in Tirana 
are at a loss to explain Ahmed’s mo- 
tives for such a policy. He is credited 
with being a man of unusual intel- 
ligence and shrewdness who is unlikely 
not to realize tr possible consequences 
of his policy. 

Balkan intriguing, however, always 
leads to a general tendency to suspect 
everybody of the worst motives and 
to see tortuous schemes everywhere, 
which in reality may not exist.

LONDON, March 2.—A statement by 
Sir Austen Chamberlain in the Com- 
mons today regarding the reasons for 
sending the British cruiser Colombo to 
Nicaragua again focused interest on 
the incident, which there are grounds 
for believing is a highly significant 
development of British policy. 

It has not attracted much public at- 
tention in this country and official 
circles discount it as action forced on 
the Government by the logic of events. 
Whether this is so or not, it is a de- 
velopment which is likely to prove use- 


ful as a precedent from the British 
standpoint. It will serve, it is hoped, 
to limit the implications of the Monroe 
Doctrine—a creed which the Brtiish 
Foreign Office seems to regard as 
alarmingly elastic. 

It is true that Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s explanation as given tonight was 
8 its face circumstanial and convinc- 
ng. 


Sir Austen’s Statement. 


After Britain had requested extension 
to British subjects of any measures 
taken by America to defend her na- 
tionals in Nicaragua, he said, the 
British Chargé d’ Affaires at Managua 
cabled on Feb, 17 that conditions were 
very menacing and that the United 
States Minister could not guarantee 


saf of British life and property in 
the principal towns. 

“In these circumstances,” continued 
Sir Austen, “the Government judged 
it their duty to order the Colombo to 
proceed at once to Corinto to serve as 
a base of refuge for British refugees 
if need arose. Should no such need 
arise it is not intended that the vessel 
shall remain any length of time. There 
will be no landing and it is therefore 
obvious that the matter of protection 
inland remains unaffected.” 

As against this it is argued that as 
the United States is affording protec- 
tion to British nationals in the coast 
cities refugees from the interior could 
find a refuge there if necessary and, 
conversely, if no landing is effected 
the presence of a cruiser offshore will 
not insure the safety of these inland- 
ers. It is also recalled that although 
the lives and property of British na- 
tionals in Mexico were recently 
threatened and a British woman 
ranch owner, Mrs. Rosalie. Evans, 
murdered by agrarians, Britain sent 
no cruiser to Mexican waters. 


White House Spokesman Quoted. 


The British newspapers, particularly 
The London Times, have taken a great 
deal of interest in Nicaragua and the 
whole South American situation of re- 
cent months. The London Times 


Washington correspondent recently 
quoted a statement of the White 
House spokesman that the request of 
the British and Italian Governments 
last January for protection of their 
nationals in Nicaragua came as the 
corollary of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“Other Governments,”’ the spokesman 
was reported as saying “hesitate to 
gend forces to Latin America because 
of our position on the Monroe Doctrine 
and therefore have always given us 
notice in the first place that they 
thought there was some jeopardy of 
theit interests and inquired what 
they were to do about it.’’ 

The London Times correspondent’s 
comment on this was: 

“Ffere, it is assumed, is not only a 
statement of what foreign Govern- 
ments do not do but more than a hint 
of what they should not do. Briefly, 
if a play on words be permitted for 
the sake of the truth, it is a further 
demonstration of how thes Monroe 
Doctrine may go broadening down 
from President to President.”’

The resolution was framed in conse- 
quence of the publication of reports 
that several American marines have 
been killed and wounded in Nicaragua. 

“There is absolutely no justification 
for any secrecy in this matter,’ said 
Mr. Bloom. “Full reports should be 
made by the Executive branch to Con- 
gress concerning all activities of our 
forces in Nicaragua, or of our navy 
in Nicaraguan waters. Or, if Congress 
be not in session, then prompt and 
complete official communiqués should 
be issued to the public through the 
usual press channels. 

“T have no fault to find with United 
States intervention under the Monroe 
Doctrine to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of our citizens in Nicaragua. Ac- 
tion to this end, however, certainly 
calls for no secrecy.”

ARTISTS HONOR FRANKLIN. 


Lay Wreath on Statue, Proclalm 
Him Patron of Cartoonists, 

Benjamin Franklin looked down on 
the hurrying throngs in Park Row yes- 
terday with a new title of pioneer car- 
toonist to add to those of “‘printer, phi- 
losopher, patriot,’’ which are carved 
upon the pedestal of his statue. 

Yesterday the cartoonists of America 
proclaimed him as their patron saint, 
with the laying of a memorial wreath 
on his statue in Printing House 
Square. In the middle of the wreath 
was a copy of Franklin’s famous. car- 
toon, “Join or Die,’’ printed in The 
Pennsylvania Gazette at the time of 
the Albany Convention in 1754. It was 
said to be the first political cartoon in 
the United States and showed a ser- 
pent cut into thirteen helpless parts, 
representing the Thirteen Colonies. 

John Clyde Oswald, President of the 
International Benjamin Franklin Soci- 
ety, addressed an inquisitive noon-hour 
crowd, formally acknowledging Frank- 
lin the patron of cartoonists. Among 
the cartoonists present were Clare 
Briggs, Maurice Ketten, T. E. Powers, 
Milt Gross, Edwin Marcus, Rube Gold- 
berg, Harry Hershfield, Winsor McCay 
and Nell Brinkley. 


$250,000 IN ONE HOLE. 


Big Diamond Find Is Reported In

PARIS, March 2.—Although Presi- 


dent Coolidge’s suggestion for limita- 
tion of naval auxiliary craft has been 
rejected by France and Italy, while 
cordially accepted by Japan and Eng- 
land, with the former however, sug- 
gesting a different ratio of disarma- 
ment and the latter emphasizing the 
necessity of guarding her trade routes, 
there seems a possibility that the idea 
may be yet developed in a manner sat- 
isfactory to all the countries involved 
in the original invitation and accepta- 
ble to those who will remain outside 
the immediate negotiations, 

From Geneva dispatches have been 
received confirming information avail- 
able in Paris that d the last two 
weeks attempts to reconcile the French 
and American conceptions have met 
with considerable success. There has 
never been any difference of opinion 
on the value and desirability of the 
aim set by President Coolidge, but 
only as to the method to be pursued. 
The French, it will be remembered, in 
the reply sent by Foreign Minister 
Briand based their —— to the 
suggestion on the thesis that disarma- 
ment can be secured only by general 
agreement among all the powers and 
only if the actual potential defensive 
forces of all countries are considered 
collectively. 


Ground for Agreemen Seen. 

Without in any way receding from 
this viewpomt the French have, dur- 
ing recent discussions and after ob- 
taining more detailed knowledge of the 
Coolidge plan, seen that there is still 
ground for agreement on a naval lim- 
itation program among the naval pow- 
ers of first and second rank which 
might be reached apart from any gen- 
eral disarmament program. The posi- 
tions of the two Governments thus are 
not now by any means so far apart as 
they appeared to be when M. Briand’s 
reply was sent. 

At first the French felt a somewhat 
natural suspicion of President Cool- 
idge’s proposal in so far as they them- 
selves were concerned. Their first un- 
derstanding of it was that it aimed at 
definite establishment of a construc- 
tion ratio among the naval powers on 
the same basis as was laid at Wash- 
ington for capital ships. Subsequent 
explanations have, however, made it 
appear that a limitation program for 
auxiliary ships would not necessarily 
cause a reduction of present programs 
nor aim at what might be termed 
naval disarmament. It would seek to 
prevent competitive building in the fu- 
ture, but the margin allowed would be 
easily sufficient to satisfy what the 
French contend are their legitimate 
needs. These assurances have awak- 
ened in the French mind a desire to 
placate as far as possible American 
opinion and make reliable the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion. 

Efforts are being made to adapt a 
procedure to. include the Coolidge pro- 
posal in the agenda of the meeting 
of the Disarmament Commission of 
the League of Nations, so that per- 
haps as a first step and as earnest 
of what is to follow there may emerge 
from these preliminary discussions 
real, practical accomplishment in the 
form a convention among the greatest 
tive naval powers limiting further 
their future construction programs. 
Such a gesture would satisfy Amer- 
ican opinion, gratify the President and 
not in any way detract from League 
prestige—a point on which M. Briand 
is insistent. 


Would Be Held Separately. 

The naval discussion would be held 
separately from the general discussion. 
It would be part thereof, but, while 
the commission’s general conclusions 
would be subject to further examina- 
tion and ratification by the Disarm- 
ament Conference, the five powers in- 
volved, and perhaps, it is’ hoped, 
others, might add their signatures to 
the convention. 

Such ‘a settlement would, it is 
thought, be in the best interests of all 
concerned, and its possibility has been 
indicated, among others, by Deputy 
Paul Boncour, French delegate to the 
Disarmament Conference, though there 
is, of course, as yet no exact pre- 
cision of view. 

The whole matter is the subject of 
private discussion, but the outlook is 
reassuring, as it is everywhere ad-

Washington Is Optimistic.

WASHINGTON, March 2. — Intima- 
tions from Paris that France was 
oe @ more favorable attitude to- 
ward the proposal of President Cool- 
idge for a conference on naval arma- 
ment limitation at Geneva were re- 
ceived in Washington tonight as a 
most hopeful sign. 

From the first, and even in the face 
of adverse replies from both France 
and Italy, it has been manifest that 
this Government continued to hope 
that not only Great Britain and Japan 
would be in a position to discuss lim- 
itations but that the other two coun- 
tries would be able to participate to 
some degree in the conversations, 

Only yesterday it was indicated at 
the White House that Mr. Coolidge had 
not abandoned hopes for a five-power 
conference, his proposal’ contemplat- 
ing a checking of competitive building 
in the future rather than any scrap- 
ping of existing vessels. 

Moreover, this Government has more 
than once made clear that it does not 
wish to run counter to the Preparatory 
Commission, but, on the contrary, to 
give it fullest cooperation. 


BRITISH TAKE NEW VIEW. 


Coolidge’s Explanation on Cruisers 


Causes Satisfaction in London.

LONDON, March 2.—The announce- 
ment by the White House spokesman 
that the President’s disarmament pro- 
posal means not a reduction but limi- 
tation of cruiser strength has ;ut an 
entirely new complexion on the matter 

as viewed here. 

While few persons were so optimistic 
as to believe that Britain’s recent ac- 
ceptance of President Coolidge’s invi- 
tation to consider disarmament would 
ever result in an agreement to reduce 
her cruiser strength, it is practically 
certain that Britain will agree to re- 
ciprocal limitation which involves 
neither scrapping her present fleet nor 
cancellation of orders already given 
for additions to it. It is likely that she 
will be glad to do so for reasons of 
economy. 

Mr. Coolidge’s statement in his mes- 
sage to Congress that he was satis- 
fied a new race in cruiser construction 
had not begun is borne out by figures 
published by The Daily Telegraph's 
naval expert. These show that Britain 
has sixty-five fewer cruisers now than 
in 1914, France ten fewer, Italy four, 
Japan sixteen and the United States 
twelve fewer. The principal European 
naval powers, he says, are allowing 
cruiser strength to decline, and he as- 
serts that as far as Britain is con- 
cerned it cannot even be asserted that 
she is building bigger cruisers now 
than on the eve of the World War. 

The new British cruisers building 
under the Washington Treaty restric- 
tions, he says, will have eight 8-inch 
guns and will be seaworthy ships with 
a high free board and thirty-two or 
thirty-three knots speed—speed having 
replaced armor as a means of defense. 
Parliament will shortly authorize the 
laying down of four additional crui- 
sers under the five-year program, but 
even when these are completed British 
cruiser strength will be less than half 
what it was before the war. 

Neither, it is asserted, is Britain 
building in competition with any one, 
her post-war standard being absolute, 
not relative.

PARIS, March 2.—The Soviet Gov- 
ernment has made another claim to 
ownership of the famous White Rus- 
sian fleet commanded by General 
Wrangel, which took refugein Bizerta, 
on the coast of Tunis, in 1920, when the 
Bolsheviki drove the counter-revolu- 

tionary forces out of the Crimea. 

In fact Moscow seems so confident 
of getting these two cruisers, six tor- 
pedo boats and four submarines that 
it has included them in a list of Rus- 
sian naval vessels forwarded to the 
statistical section of the League of 
Nations. 

This led an alarmed French Deputy 
to inquire about the real strength of 
the Russian navy, and in turn Foreign 
Minister Briand has clarified the situ- 
ation somewhat. 

The Wrangell fleet, M. Briand says 
in effect, is in pawn at Bizerta as par- 
tial payment for the financial assist- 
ance and other aid extended to Gen- 
eral Wrangel and his ships. France 
and Russia have been holding pour- 
parlers about the matter, but have 
reached no agreement. 

Unofficially, however, the _ truth 
seems to be that the White fleet will 
never put to sea again. Although 
manned by the same crew that brought 
them to the French port in 1920 and 
although the brass still shines and 
smoke pours impressively from the 
funnels, the ships are no longer sea- 
worthy. Even if Russia eventually 
wins the argument, she will probably 
have to continue to describe part of 


her fleet as being ‘“‘temporarily at Bi- 
zerta.”’ 


ARMED JEWELERS FREED. 


Say They Got Pistois When Police 
Warned Them of Hold-Ups. 

Julius Orliff and his brother Samuel, 
proprietors of a jewelry store at 518

$10,000,000 DUE IN JUNE 


Text of Correspondence Between 
Paris and Washington Is Made 
Public by Treasury.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—France’s 
offer of $10,000,000 on account of her 
debt to us was formally accepted to- 
day by Secretary Mellon. This instal- 
ment will be paid on June 15 and is 
exclusive of the French obligations 
contracted from the purchase of sur- 
plus war materials. 


The correspondence between Premier 
Poincaré and Mr. Mellon, which was 
made public at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, included a declaration from the 
French executive expressing his under- 
standing that the payment would be 
credited to the annuities under the 
debt funding agreement. 

The letter from M. Poincaré was as 
follows: 

Paris, March 1, 1927. 

My dear Mr. Secretary: I have the 
honor to inform you that the French 
Government has authorized me to de- 
liver to you the enclosed declaration 
by which they pledge themselves to 
Pay to the Government of the United 
States on June 15 next the sum of 
$10,000,000 without prejudice to the 
ratification by the French Pariia- 
ment of the definitive agreements. 

I am personally pleased by this 
result of our conversations. 

Please accept, my dear Mr. Secre- 
tary, the assurances of my high con- 
sideration. R. POINCARB. 
The declaration referred to read: 


The French Government will pay to 
the Government of the United States 
on June 15, 1927, the sum of $10,000,- 
000 on account of the existing debt of 
the French Government to the United 
States exclusive of the debt arising 
from the purchase of surplus war 
materials. 

After a debt-funding agreement 
has been ratified by the Congress of 
the United States and the French 
Government it is understood that the 
said sum of $10,000,000 will be cred- 
ited to the annuities provided for in 
such agreement.

The examination of Colonel Edward

Campbell Carrington is still in Poly- 
clinic Hospital. He said yesterday that 
hig doctor had advised him it would 
be unwise for him to leave his bed for 
at least another day or so. He is 
being attended by Dr. Harold G. Meek- 
er of 47 East Fifty-seventh Street, the 
physician who attended Rudolph Val- 
entino in the movie star’s last illness. 

“You see I hadn’t been out of this 
hospital very long,”” Mr. Carrington 
explained, ‘before I found myself back 
in it. I had a severe attack of the 
flu a few weeks ago and was here two 
weeks. Perhaps my brother picked a 
time when I was weak to attack me. 
At any rate, the cumulative effect. of 
the iliness and that cowardly beating 
is going to hold me here longer than 
I want to stay.” 

He said the X-rays had shown his 
skull was still intact, and that he 
counted himself very fortunate in that 
respect, inasmuch as if the blows of 
his brother’s cane had been two inches 
lower he believed they would have 
been fatal. 

Max D. Steuer, counsel for the sick 
man, said his client should be able to 
be in court by Monday if not today. 
He denied that a civil action for $2,- 
000,000 against Colonel Carrington had 
been determined upon by himself and 
his client, or that they had even dis- 
cussed a civil action as had been re- 
ported. 

Mrs. Anna Walsh Carrington, the 
Colonel’s wife, whom he accuses in his 
divorce suit of misconduct with his 
brother, said last night that she was 
awaiting word as to whether her pres- 
ence would be required in court this 
morning. The decision probably would 
not be made until Campbell ng- 
ton’s awakening today, she intimated. 

“Whether it’s today or another day, 
I'll be there when needed,” she prom- 
ised. ‘‘That man must be punished.” 
Her reference was to her husband. 

The Colonel appeared surprised when 
informed there was some possibility 
that he would not be examined in 
court today. ‘“‘I’ll be there, at any 
event,” he declared. ‘I’d hardly jump 
my bail, and I’ve been ordered to sur- 
render this carcass of mine in the 


West Side Court at 9 in the morning. 
It’ll be surrendered.” 


CHICAGO, March 2 '(#).—Colonel Ed- 
ward C. Carrington, who engaged in 
a cane duel in New York with his 
brother, Campbell Carrington, co- 
respondent in his suit for divorce, 
filed an answer today to his wife's 
petition for additional attorney fees.

The chassis wheelbase of the La Salle 
is 125 inches, thirteen inches shorter 
than the Cadillac.

The La Salle will be made in six body 
styles, being a four-passenger phaeton, 
two-passenger roadster, convertible 
coupe, two-passenger coupe, four-pas- 
senger Victoria and five-passenger se- 
dan. The bodies, built by the Fisher 
Body Corporation, have been especially 
designed and present many distinctive 
features, the stream lines in the closed 
models giving a very graceful effect. 
Two separate colors are used on the 
body and on the cowl and hood. In the 
open models the design presents a racy 
effect, being fitted with one-piece 
wind-shields, the roadster having a 
rumble seat and a compartment for 
golf clubs or other small articles. 

All of the La Salle models will be 
exhibited during the Cadillac Spring 
Salon in the Broadway showrooms at 
Sixty-third Street, beginning Saturday 
and continuing next week.

Association for Ald of Crippled 
Children Disavows Any Con- | 
nection With New Body. 


The Association for the Aid of Crip- 
pled Children, 105 East Twenty-second 
Street, announced yesterday that it 
had no connection with the Crippled 
Children’s Relief, Inc., 205 Lexington 
Avenue, which is soliciting funds 
through the mails by the sale of ini- 
tialed handkerchiefs. 

The appeals of the Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Relief Association, Inc., are 
sent to specially selected individuals 
and each letter contains three hand- 
kerchiefs with the recipient’s initials. 


The letters bear the facsimile signa- 
ture of ‘Mrs. Van Bramer’”’ and read 
as follows: 


The Organization’s Appeal. 
“Only the accidental difference of 
birth, over which we have no control, 
determines our environment, our fi- 


Mancial position and our physical 
welfare. 

“If. you know of any unfortunate 
crippled children who are not supplied 
with proper appliances that will lessen 
their burden and help them develop 
into useful men and women, we ask 
that you notify us on the enclosed 
form so that we may go to their 
assistance. 

“In addition to supplying them with 
proper appliances, without any charge 
whatsoever, we are often in a position 
to provide lucrative employment of a 
light character, such as embroidery, 
addressing, typing, &c. 

“This work of helping the crippled 
little children of today, who will soon 
be grown up men and women, is one 
that requires organization and funds. 

“In sending you these three hand- 
kerchiefs embroidered with your ini- 
tials we trust they will serve to 
awaken your interest in this worthy 
work to a point of enlisting ‘your 
support. 

“Under our charter, three-fourths of 
our profits are devoted to this worthy 
cause. For that reason we have fixed 
a minimum price of $1, but if you 
choose to send more you can rest 
assured that whatever you send will 
be of great help. 

“For your convenience we enclose a 
return envelope in which you may en- 
close money order or check. 

‘“‘Won’t you please answer this ap- 
peal promptly as we are in urgent 
need of funds to take care of pressing 
demands by pitiable cases?” 

A postscript reads: 

“The affairs of this association are 
conducted on an efficient business 
basis whereby every dollar of income 
is accounted for and disbursed under 
* strictest economy according to 
aw.’ 


Information is Refused. 


Inquiry at the offices of the Crip- 
pled Children’s Relief Association, 
Inc., for Mrs. Bramer brought the re- 
ply, ‘“‘she will probably be here to- 
morrow.’”’ The individual who appeared 
from behind a partition to answer 
queries regarding the organization's 
activities refused to make public his 
name or the names of the officers. 
His reply was: ‘‘We are trying to sell 
the handkerchiefs and we will turn 
over three-fourths of the profits as we 
say we will in the letters.’ 

Asked if any crippled children had 
already been helped as the result of 
the sale of handkerchiefs or contribu- 
tions, he replied: ‘‘Our books will show 
what disposition we are making of our 
money.” He refused to say who would 
be permitted to have access to the 
books. 

The space occupied by the organiza- 
tion was leased by a James R. Kle- 
mas, who gave as his home an ad- 
dress in East Twelfth Street. “When 
renting the quarters he said they 
would be used for stenographic work.

$1,250 FOR $150,000 ORGAN. 


Curlo Dealer’s Bid for Sesquicen- 
tennial Instrument Is Rejected. 


Special to The New York Tinies. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 2.— The 
Sesquicentennial EXxposition’s $150,000 
grand organ, the fourth largest in- 
strument of its kind in the world, for 
which Mayor Kendrick had hoped to 
obtain a salvage price of $75,000 or 
$80,000, brought a bid of $1,250 from 
Benjamin Weil, proprietor of a curio 
and antique shop, today. It was the 
only bid received. It was refused and 
new bids will be advertised. Exposi- 
tion officers say they refused $50,000 
recently for the organ. 

Estimates ranging from. $250,000 to 
$500,000 have been given at various 
times as the salvage value of Sesqui- 
centennial buildings and materials, but 
after receiving a high bid of $19,501 
for the $1,000,000 Palace of Agriculture 
and the offer for the organ, city offi- 
cers are not so confident of realizing 
a large sum with which to help pay 
off the $1,000,000 operating deficit of 
the exposition. 

The Spanish Government, through 
Consul Enrique Luque, informed the 
Mayor’s office today that it wished to 
present to the city the picturesque 
pavilion which housed the valuable 
exhibits of Spain during the Bxposi- 
tion.. The $350,000. Argentine building 
also will be turned over to Philadelphia. 


MOVE TO ORGANIZE INDIANS. 


Aim Is to Curb Exploitation—T. W. 
Shaw Chosen National Chief. 


Actual organization of North Ameri- 
can Indians on a national scale, which 
has been considered for two years, has 
been started with the choice of Thom- 
as W. Shaw of 229 West Forty-sixth 
Street as temporary national chief, it 
was announced yesterday. Onkweh- 
onweh, or Indian Unity, as the or- 


ganization will be known, has a poten- 
tial membership of 375,000 persons. 
The objects of the organization will 
be social, political, protective and fra- 
ternal, Mr. .Shaw said. 

“Of late, many persons have taken 
advantage of public generosity, ap- 
pealing for aid for Indians,’’ he said. 
‘“‘Many of these are negroes and the 
funds they. have obtained are used by 
themselves. We expect to investigate 
the appeals of persons who claim to 
be Indians and if we find them 
worthy we will use our strength to 
remedy situations that need it.’ 

In the three weeks of existence the 
organization in New York has ob- 
tained 200 members and at a meeting 
on Saturday evening at 170 South El- 
liott Street, Brooklyn, sixty*>more will 
be initiated. Mr. Shaw, whose Indian 
name means literally Tom-Pulling-the- 
Boat, is the son of an Indian mother 
and a white father. He is an Iroquois. 











Won’t Free Professor Goldenwelser. 

Supreme Court Justice Mahoney de- 
nied yesterday an application by Pro- 
fessor Alexander Goldenweiser, for- 
merly a teacher at Columbia Univer- 
sity, to be released from Ludlow Street 
Jail, where he was sent for failure to 
pay $2,000 alimony to Mrs. Anna Gold- 
enweiser in a suit for separation. The 
defendant explained that if he were 
released he would be able to take a 
position offered to him and pay the ali- 
mony. In denying his plea Justice Ma- 
honey said it ‘appeared that Golden- 
weiser was only arrested on Feb. 16, 
and also that he had abandoned the 
plaintiff intentionally.and had gone to 
Mexico to obtain a divorce.

Saving Devices. 


BROADCASTING’ IS TIMED 


Controls. Stop Loud-Speakers at 
Night and Start Them 
In the Morning. 


Electricity does the work of an extra 
maid in the home at Bronxville of 


Orestes Hampton Caldwell, one of the 
men appointed by President Coolidge 
to the new Board of Radio Control. 
The Caldwell home has a complete 
radio equimpent. 

The house is situated in Chatfield 
Avenue, Bronxville. A flight of thirty 
steps leads from the avenue to the door 
and there the first electrical device is 
to be noticed—a door push containing 
a@ small electric lamp, which shows the 
position of the bell at night. 

The Caldwell family has lived in 
Bronxville eight years, and six years 
ago Mr. Caldwell wired his home for 
all manner of electrical devices, in- 
cluding house telephones, a dining 
table equipped with outlets for elec- 
trical devices, a kitchen containing 
electric stoves, bread mixers, dish- 
washers, washing and mangling ma- 
chines and a host of outlets, both at 
the floor and waist high. 

The eight rooms of the house are 
all equipped with ee whereby a 
loud speaker or. ear ones may be 
cut in. Beside the otek in the kitchen 
there is a similar arrangement. 


Gas for Heating. 
“We don’t heat the house by elec- 
tricity, however,’’ said Mrs. Caldwell, 


“we use gas, but we have an electric 
thermostat to regulate the heat. We 
light the gas in the Fall and forget 
the furnace until Spring.” 

Joah Hope Caldwell, 11 years old, 
and Mary Jane Caldwell, 8, the daugh- 
ters, have their beds equipped with 
earphones, so that they can listen to 
bed time stories~ by radio, . while the 
entire family do their ‘‘daily dozen” 
in the morning to radio music, an elec- 
trical timing device setting the radio 
into operation at the desired hour. 
Another control shuts off the radio at 
night, so that the family can retire and 
still.hear programs broadcast for two 
hours after the clock is set. Another 
timing device regulates the kitchen 
range. 

Mr. Caldwell, who for many y years 
was associate editor of the Electrical 
World, and now is editor of Electrical 
Merchandising and Radio Retailing, 
has written many articles concerning 
the new radio legislation, 


He Denounced Bill. 


“The bill as first written,”” Mrs. Cald- 
well said, ‘‘was denounced by Mr. 


Caldwell as being one that would 
waste money. It provided for the 
commissioners to serve for a term of 
five years at $10,000 a year, and also 
called for additional offices to be 
filled. Mr. Caldwell said that the com- 
missioners could complete their work 
in a year, and then from time to time 
could go into session and dispose of 
matters that came up. He advocated 
this plan, and said that the commis- 
sioners should be paid by the day dur- 
ing this extra period.”’ 

Although regarded as an ‘expert on 
radio, Mr. Caldwell has never patented 
any inventions along this line. His 
only invention to be patented was one 
thought of by him when he was 13 
years old. This was a type of trolley 
car that would receive its power from 
a rail similar to the channel rail now in 
use. A traction company in Indianap- 
olis, Ind., where Mr. Caldwell lived 
with his parents, offered $50,000 for the 
invention, but the senior Caldwell be- 
lieved he could do better and refused 
the offer, only to have the channel rail 
device now in general use accepted as 
better than that of his son’s. 

Mr. Caldwell is 38 years old, a mem- 
ber of eight electrical societies, 
leagues, boards of trade and councils 
and is also a member of the Lotos 
Club of New York and the Indian 
Harbor Yacht Club of Greenwich, 
Conn, He has a Summer home in 
Greenwich, which, according to Mrs. 
Caldwell, is even more elaborately 





equipped with electrical devices than 
the Bronxville house.

“TABLOID NEWS NEWSPAPERS 


Who Toach Them to Wash 
Ther Hands. 


The reading of tabloid newspapers 
by students in the Alexander Hamil- 
ton High School, Brooklyn, was barred 
yesterday by the Principal, Gilbert J. 
Raynor, who said the rule would be 
strictly enforced. 

Explaining his action, Mr. Raynor 
said last night that the reading of any 
newspaper in school hours was barred 
by a rule of the Board of Education.

of the most dramatic motiths of its 
history, arrived yesterday morning on 
the White Star liner Olympic. Simce 
the overthrow of hid government by 
the Bolsheviki Mr. Kerensky has been 
an exile from Russia, editing a nhews- 
paper and attempting to send news 
of the outside world and of Russian 
affeirs..into Russia through under- 
ground channels. 

The Soviet Government now fates 
its greatest crisis, he said, despite 
its attempts to create an impression 
among Russians and foreigners of a 
constructive industrial effort, and he 
predictea the eventual overthrow of 
the Communist régime through ecto- 
nomic forces gathering strength as the 
result of ‘‘their absurd economic sys- 
tem.“ Just when the new revolution 


‘| would come he: refused -to predict, but 


he is.certain that it will come, and 
from the working and peasant classes. 
“The present Government has used 
up all Russian resources,’ he said. 
“Since it has been in power it has éx- 
pended all the vast accumulated 
wealth which was in Russia. It has 
exhausted at least 10,000,000,000 rubles 
of capital, and.thteré is nothing to take 
its place. Russia needs capital and 
machinery, and there is no way under 
the present system of getting it. 
False Prosperity, He Says. 
“The apparént pfosperity in Russia 
is false. The workers and the peasants 
are worse off than, they have ever 


j been. The proof ‘of that is that there 


are 2,000,000 workers out of employ- 
ment in. Russia at the present time, 
and 16,000,000 peasants, unable to make 
a living by agriculture, are flocking to 
the cities, which are unable to absorb 
them. ' These two classes have at least 
18,000/000 people idie at the present 
me 


“That is a conditions which those 
outside Russia know vefy: little about. 
Th¢ Soviet Government pretetids that 
things are going very well in Russia. 
It is attempting to stimulate private 
enterprisé to some extent; it gives the 
impression that Russia is gradually 
recovering industrially. But it is not 
true. Russian industry is only 80 per 
cent. as efficient as it was in 1913, and 
to realize what that: means one must 
take iInto..consideration how other 
countries have advanced in the last 
fifteen years.. The Russian railroads, 
for instanc¢, are not nearly as: effi- 
cient now as they were under the Czar. 
’ “The Russian workers are beginning 
to realize this to some éxtent. They 
are writing and talking about it. They 
are beginning to know that they have 
been fooled. Some people have found 
in Russia an apparent equality be- 
tween the workers and other classes; 
the worker is able to go to the opera. 
to other places formerly forbidden to 
him, or beyond his means, and. this 
gives him a feeling of gratification. 
The Bolsheviki have built upon that to 
a great extent, but it is a system 
which to @ minor degree was followed 
under the Czar. It is psychologically 
attractive, but fundamentally faise. 


Workers Show Unrest. 


“Now that the worker is beginning 
to see this he is not so satisfied with 
the Soviet system. There are all the 


inequalities of pay and labor in Rus- 
sia today that ere are under the 
most oppressive capitalist system. 
There are sweatshops and unequal re- 
turns. The individual is told that he is 
free and equal to an else, but he is 
not and he knows it. That is where 
the evolution, or revolution, will come 
from; from , as it always does. 

“The peasant is dissatisfied because 
he is not able to buy the machinery 
which he needs to carry on his farm- 
ing. He has his land, to be sure, but 
it is of no use to him. He can not af- 
ford to cultivate it. Even in industry 
this lack of machinery is beginning 
to be seriously felt. - 
ing out, it needs replacements and 
there are none to be had, for there is 
no capital to buy them. The present 
deceptive peace is the calm before 
the storm, The same conditions pre- 
vail now which prevailed before the 
revolution.” 

Mr. Keretisky said he had been at- 
tempting to bring before the Russian 
people, by his writing and through 
leaflets distributed in Russia, the fal- 
lacies of the present régime. His 
—— The Dni, reaches the off- 
cial heads of Bolshevism and brings 
from them polemics in the Russian 
papers -which cause discussion, he 
said, and the general result is to bring 
before the people points of view which 
would otherwise not be emphasized 
for them. 

There is no press in Russia extept 
the authorizéd official press, he said, 
and therefore the people know almost 
nothing of what is going on in the 
world, what the rest of the world 
thinks of Russia or what is really 
happening in Russia itself. 


Teaching Freedom, He Says. 


He is attempting, he said, to teach | 


certain fundamental principles of free- 
dom to those Russians he can reach, 
to show that freedom is only obtain- 


able ty the exercise of individual in- 
itiative, and that Russia’s greatest 
hope is in freedom of trade indus- 

. Governmental control of indus+ 

, he believes, never can be success- 
ful, and hé thinks that the present 
situation of the Soviet industries 
proves this. The condition of the 
worker, he believes, can never bé 
worse than it is today in Russia, and 
greater individual o ity would 
bring an industrial stimulus. 

Mr. Kerensky said that the Interna- 
tional has ot abated its propaganda 
in foreign countfies in the least, for it 
is an integral part of the Government 
and obtains a certain specified part 
of all money for governmental put 
poses.

I am the leader will never forget how 
America helped that cause in Russia. 

“Ever since the Bolshevik counter- 
revolution we have been working and 
fighting for the cause of the people-in 
Russia. We know that America is dis- 
interested in the petty current political 
affairs and does feel the suffering and 
the great need of Russia.’’ 

Mr. Kerensky said that the old 
régime never would return to Russia, 
and that even the present government 
was better than a return to the mon- 
archy. The Russian people, he said, 
however, have never subscribed to Bol- 
shevism as a whole, which is basically 
undemocratic, and added that 99 per 
cent. of the Russian people were 
against Bolshevism. The overthrow of 
Bolshevism must come from the in- 
side, he said, and he is against any in- 
tervention from outside.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March 2.— 
The Westchester County Board of Su- 
pervisors voted today to ask State Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen from West- 
chester to support the proposed legisla- 
tion which will refer the passenger and 
commuter traffic problem in New York 
City and suburban areas to the Port of 
New York Authority. 

Edmund D. Sickley of Yonkers, 
Chairman of the Committee on Transit 
of the Board, explained that the legis- 
lation, would carry with in an appro- 
priation of $50,000 of State funds to 
further the investigation, and that the 
Port Authority would study the plan 
of the Westchester Transit Commission 
and of other bodies reporting on the 
problem, 

A report will be made to the Legisla- 
ture of this State and of New Jersey. 
The recommendations will not carry 
any weight until approved by the 
voters of the sections affected. 

John G. Agar of New Rochelle, 
Chairman of the Westchester County 
Transit Commesion, in a letter to the 
Board of Supervisors today, recom- 
mended that the problem be referred to 
the Port Authority, as that body could 
handle it in a broad way. 

A resolution introduced by James A. 
Sullivan of Yonkers, Democratic mi- 
nority leader of the board, that the 
Westchester Park Commission be re- 
quested to substitute concrete or some 
other type of paving on parkways in 
the county, for the wood block type, 
was referred to the Committee on 
Parks, Mr. Sullivan held that the pres- 
ent paying called for constant repair 
and was expensive.

Federal Reserve Board, in Its 
Annual Report to Congress, 
Takes Cheerful View of 1926.

Overproduction of Cotton and dif 
ficulties of Rural Banks the 
Chief Dark Spots.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—American 
business conditions in 1926 were sound 
and were characterized by unusual 
stabiilty, D. R. Crissinger, Governor 
of the Federal Reserve Board, in- 
formed Speaker Longworth today in 
the annual report of the board to the 
House of Representatives. The year, 
the board declared, was one of excep- 
tionally large output by the factories, 
mines and farms, of orderly distribu- 
tion of commodities, of declining price 
level and of sustained demand for 
merchandise by consumers. 

The board reported that the large 


volume of business activity was ac-. 


companied by a gradual rise of bank 
credit outstanding to the highest level 
on record, an increased flow of s&@¥- 
ings into.investment channels, & Gofi- 
tinuous decline in long-time money 
rates ‘and a stable and relatively. easy 
condition in the short-term money 
market. 

Federal Reserve Bank credit ottt- 
standing at the close of 1926 was in 
somewhat smaller volume thafi at the 
end: of the preceding year, largely as 
the result of the addition to the re- 
serve funds available to . miember 
banks of about $75,000,000 of gold re- 
ceived from abroad, while the demand 
for reserve funds, a; measured by 
changes in the reserve requirements 
of member banks and in the detharid 
for currency in circulation, showed 
little change for the vear. 


ndebtedness Condition Better. 

In: their relations with individual 
member banks, the report asserted, the 
Reserve banks made progress in 1926 
in the formulation of certain princi- 
ples of procedure, particularly in deal- 
ing with member banks that have been 
continuously in debt to the Reserve 
banks for a considerable time. The 
board said continuous indebtedness 
was not in keeping with the spirit of 
the Federal Reserve act, since the 
funds of the Federal Reserve Banks 
were primarily intended to be used in 
meeting seasonal and temporary .re- 
quirements.

LONDON, March 2.—Angry miners 
today booed Prime Minister Baldwin 
when he and Mrs. Baldwin arrived at 
Cardiff today to pay a visit of sym- 
pathy in Cwm, where fifty-one men 
were killed in @ pit: explosion yes- 
terday. 

It was known in. Cwm: this -mornipg 
that the Premier intended to visit the 
scene of the disaster and a crowd of 
some hundred men lined the approach 
to the colliery offices. Mr. Baldwin 
remained twenty minutes, learning 
from rescue workers that it had been 
impossible to bring more than seven- 
teen of the bodies to the surface. 

When he arrived and: left the build- 
ing there was a wild outburst of boo- 
ing and a half-hearted attempt was 
made to surround his automobile. It 
left the collieries amid shouts of ‘‘What 
about the eight hours act?"t:and, ‘“‘Why 
don’t you go down the pit?” 

The Premier maintained. his com- 
posure during the demonstration, but 
Mrs. Baldwin was greatly: upset. 

The Premier, however, was kindly re- 
ceived in the homes of the families 
which suffered loss in the disaster and 


his wife was in tears when she left } 


two of the bereaved mothers. 

The demonstration is thought to be a 
reflection of the bitterness over the 
failure of the coal strike. One Social- 
ist member of Parliament raised the 
cry of ‘“‘Murderers!’’ in the House of 
Commons yesterday when the disaster 
was mentioned. 

The demonstration against Mr. Bald- 
win was condemned tonight by several 
Labor leaders. Evan Davies, Labor M. 
P. for Ebbw Vale, said that he regret- 


ted the incident, which was caused by |. 


irresponsible people. 

There was a debate on the mining in- 
dustry in the House of Commons to- 
night, in the course of which it was 
alleged that the Government was re- 
sponsible for the unemployment of 
200,000 miners and that safety precau- 
tions were being neglected through 
greediness for output. 

The Minister of Labor replied that 
employment had risen steadily since 
December and was still rising, and a 
motion embodying Labor criticisms of 
the Government’s mining policy was 
defeated by a majority of 199. 


Miner Calls Baldwin ‘‘Traitor!’’

“Down him!” and a half+hearted at- 
tempt of some of the miners to rush 
the car was made, but was frustrated 
by the police. 


Baldwin Soothes Wife. 


The Premier’s chauffeur quickly 
drove from the scene to get out of the 
danger zone amid a chorus of boos 
and — of ‘‘You’re lucky to get 
away.”

Before the demon- 
stration against him the Premier had 
talked to four delegates appointed by 
the Miners Federation to inquire into 
the disaster. These told him that they 
were glad to see him and that his visit 
would be appreciated. 

“TI could not go back to London with- 
out seeing what had happened,” the 
Premier answered. 


Death Toll Now 52. 


One of the men rescued from the 
mine yesterday, after the explosion 
which caused theh disaster, died to- 
day, bringing the death toll to fifty- 
two, presuming that the twenty-eight 
men entombed in the so-called black 
vein are dead. Virtually no hope is 
held out for the latter, but. rescue at- 
tempts were continued nevertheless. 

Several of the men rescued were in 
a precarious condition tonight. The 
work of raising bodies to the surface 
proceeded all day and was going on 
during the demonstration against the 
Premier. 

William Michael, one of the rescued 
miners, attributed his escape to a 
canful of hot tea. He said that he 
almost fainted twice and it had just 
revived him enough to enable him to 
stumble to the bottom of the shaft, 
where he was picked up.

BALBOA, March 2.—The “Blue” 


headquarters announced that the 
United States had declared war on the 
“Orange’ or Asiatic power when 
“Blue” airplanes detected advance 
units of the “‘Orange’’ fleet, several 
submarines and one mine layer off 
Cape Mal this morning.

“The “Orange” approach to the ca- 
nal did not surprise the ‘‘Blues,’”’ and 
when the fleet arrives planning a sur- 
prise attack it will find the ‘‘Blues’’ 
ready. 

A state of war has existed, so far as 
the ‘‘Blues’”’ are concerned, since yes- 
terday. Not a single headquarters of- 
ficer retired last night. This morning 
Balboa awoke to find airplanes whir- 
ring and trucks camouflaged with 
palmleaves and banana leaves, trans- 
porting troops, anti-air-guns and 
searchlights to the outposts. 

Tents were pitched in Balboa and _ old 
Panama, camouflaged and covered 
with bushes to make them invisible 
from the air. Camouflaged tanks were 
concealed in all places where the 
“Orange” forces might land, and 
there were troops ready to repulse a 
landing should the enemy reach strik- 
ing distance. 

It is supposed that, due to poor liai- 
son the ‘Black’? or. European fleet 
failed to coordinate their attack on the 
Atlantic side with the “Orange” ap- 
proach to the Pacific terminus of the 
canal, thereby allowing the transfer 
of all troops from the Atlantic, to pre- 
pare for the ‘‘Orange’’ invasion. The 
“Orange” and ‘“‘Black” are bound by 
treaty against the “Blue.’’ The Paci- 
fic fleet has been silent since Monday.

NAMED MINISTER TO SIAM. 


Harold Orville MacKenzie of Tren- 
ton Is Nominated by Coolidge.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Harold 
Orville MacKenzie of New Jersey was 
nominated by President Coolidge today 
to be Minister to Siam. The post has 
been vacant since William W. Russell 
resigned from the service at the first 
of the year. 

The nomination marks the first de- 
parture from career men in the ap- 
pointment of Ministers or Ambassa- 
dors for several weeks, as previously 
career men were turned to in naming 
Ministers and Ambassadors in more 
than half a dozen instances.

while the less favored are seletted for 
the distasteful assignments. 

State Department officials have in- 
dicated informally that any system of 
promotion is bound to have its critics 
and they believe the present system 
is working honestly and without prej- 
udice. 

A resolution bearing on the situation 
has been offered in the House by Rep- 
resentative Edwards, of Georgia, in 
the hope of obtaining information on 
diplomatic appointments, but little 
prospect of its passage is now held. 

The resolution requests the Secretary 
of State to furnish the House with in- 
formation on the foreign service pro- 
motions for 1926 and the age and expe- 
rience of nine diplomatic secretaries 
and nine Consuls who were promoted, 
the resolution alleging that the ap- 
pointees were taken from lower grades 
and, without adequate experience, put 
ahead of men of long experience; that 
three of the officials had been pre- 
viously advanced since the Rogers act 
went into force; that sixty-two promo- 
tions have gone to 103 secretaries and 
counselors since 1924, while only 135 
out of a total of 400 in the consular 
branch had been promoted; that other 
inequalities have appeared in the pro- 
motions from “career. diplomats’’ as 
distinguished from the consular per- 
sonnel. 

The Secretary is requested to advise 
the House of any reasons known to 
the State Department for advancing 
men from the diplomatic branch in 
greater ratio than from the consular 
branch; whether or not there is a de- 
termination in the administration of 
the foreign service to prevent enforce- 
ment of the Rogers act and to what 
extent private means influence the 
Personnel Board in making assign- 
ments to the foreign service.

YIELDS WITHOUT COMMENT 


France’s Rejection of Naval Limita- 
tion Is Said to Have 
Caused Change. 


_ Spectal to The New York Times. 
-WASHINGTON, March 2,—President 


‘Coolidge today signed the Naval Ap- 


propriation bill, the most vigorously 
contested feature of which in Con- 
gress was .its provision carrying an 
appropriation for the immediate con- 
struction of the last three of the ght 


‘cruisers authorized in 1924, 


But for the inclusion: of this pro- 
vision in’ the ‘measure, the authority 
granted by Congress three years ago 
for these cruisers would have lapsed 
on July 1 of this year. The President’s 
signature followed a conference with 
Secretary Wilbur and his acquiescence 
in the action taken by Congress makes 
it possiblé-to go ahead with plans for 
building these vessels at. any time. 

President . Coolidge also’ signed, today 
the bill carrying an appropriation of 
$13,150,000: for elevating the guns and 
otherwise ‘modernizing the battleships 
Oklahomaand Nevaida::: The bill car- 
ries $12,000,000 for completing the mod- 
ern aircraft carriers Saratoga and 
Lexington;: which will: cost $40,000,000 


construction of fleet submarine V-4, 

The President also signed late this 
afternoon’a bill appropriating $4,654,- 
000 for improvements at the Coco Solo 
submarine base in the Panama Canal 
zone, Pearl Harbor and other naval 
stations. 

President Coolidge was opposed in 
the beginning to the construction of 
the three cruisers on the ground that 
he -did not consider: it opportune to 
authorize funds for these particular 
vessels while plans for a naval limita- 
tion conference at Geneva were in 
progress. Whether he had changed his 
attitude because of the rejection of 
his proposal by France and Italy was 
not disclosed, but, in any event, he 
was willing to yield to the majority 
view in Congress and sign the bill. 
The action of France and Italy 
strengthened the hands of the stronger 
navy group in Congress and played a 
large part in the action of the House 
reversing itself and voting for these 
cruisers. 

The total carried by the naval bill is 
$316,000,000, of which $450,000 is for the 
commencement of the construction of 
the three cruisers. One of the larger 
individual items in the bill is $19,- 
808,000. for naval aviation, distributed 
as follows: 

New planes and equipment, $9,480,- 
000; maintenance and repair of planes, 
$8,000,000; to equip vessels with cata- 
pults, $300,000; to purchase helium, 
$300,000;. for ‘airplane experiments, 
$1,728,600.- Another item calls for the 
expenditure of $16,600,000 for the con- 
struction and. repair of general naval 
vessels now in use. 

For the construction of hulls, &c., of 
vessels previously authorized, the bill 
appropriates $14,200,000, plus_ $5,000,000 
that may be transferred from other ac- 
counts by the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury. - 

Whether Great Britain had with- 
drawn her objection to the elevation 
of guns on American battleships or 
the, United States is going ahead with 
the elevation anyhow in order to effect 
a showdown, was a-question on which 
Administration officials. declined to 
throw any light. 

Recently this Government has been 
in communication with London as to 
the details of the British attitude, but 
the whole question is wrapped in 
secrecy so far as the Washington Gov- 
ernment is concerned. 

Responsible administrative officials 
of the Government refuse to discuss 
the subject or any phase of it pub- 
licly or privately, beyond the admis- 
sion that there have been communica- 
tions with London. 

While the White House, State and 
Navy Departments maintain secrecy 
about the American negotiations, Con- 
gress has~-provided for gun elevation 
for the Oklahoma and Nevada, with 
the provision that the changes are to 
be made if they are not in violation 
of the treaty, and the President has 
signed the bill. 


GAFFNEY SUSPECT FREED. 


Police Question Man Complaining 
That Children Bothered Him. 
Detectives of the Fifth Avenue 
(Brooklyn) Station, investigating the 
disappearance of four-year-old William 
Gaffney, who has been missing from 
his home at 99 Fifteenth Street, Brook- 
lyn, since Feb. 11, questioned a man 
for several hours yesterday but ulti- 

mately exonerated him. 


The man described himself as John 
Bonati, 34 years old, of 225 Sackett 
Street, Brooklyn. He said he was re- 
cently discharged from the Long Island 
College Hospital, where he had been 
under treatment for a nervous disor- 
der. According to the police, he went 
to Patrolman McCormick, who was on 
duty at Sackett and Henry Streets, 
yesterday and complained that he was 
being annoyed by children. The polite- 
man could not find any children near 
him and so he was taken to the Fifth 
Avenue Station, where he was con- 
fronted by the motorman and conduc- 
tor who have given descriptions of a 
man believed‘ to be the Gaffney boy’s 
abductor. Neither of the two men had 
seen Bonati before, they said. 

Medical Examiner Martin of Kings 
County and the police of the Empire 
Boulevard Station agreed yesterday 
that the identity of the boy whose 
body was unearthed Tuesday by a 
steam shovel in a vacant lot adjoining 
the Brooklyn State Hospital for the 
Insane may never be known. 

They estimated that the body, which 
was that of a boy between four and 
six years old, had been buried for six 
months. Both Dr. Martin and the po- 
lice believe that it was buried by a 
poor family in the section, but no 
cause of death was revealed in the 
autopsy.

Valuation Increase General. 


While the basic rate has been low- 
ered, the increase in assessed valua- 
tions amounted to $1,542,257,368, so 
that the reduction of a few cents in 
the tax rate did not mean anything. 

There probably is not a block in 
Manhattan that did not have its as- 
sessed valuation increased, while in 
central Manhattan assessed valuations 
were jumped from 5 to 10 per cent. In 
the vicinity of West Fifty-seventh 
Street, where there has been a vast 
amount of new construction during the 
past twelve or fifteen months, one 
business building that was assessed in 
1926 at $2,450,000, is assessed this year 
at a valuation of $2,625,000. 

Francis S. Bancroft of the firm of 
Pease & Elliman, which operates large 
business buildings and apartments on 
the east side, said that the decrease in 
the tax rate was hardly worth consid- 
ering when the increase in assessed 
valuations was taken into considera- 
tion. He cited the following examples: 
A nine-story apartment in the East 
Seventies, paid $14,905 taxes in 1926; 
this year it will pay $15,525. A nine- 
story house in the Murray Hill section 
paid $7,859 in 1926; this year it will 
pay $8,775. 


Fail to Find Saving. 


In Park Avenue in the lower sixties 
a twelve-story building paid $43,360 in 
1926, and this year it will pay $45,900. 
Another example he mentioned was an 
eleven-story apartment house in Mad- 
ison Avenue and the eighties which 
last year paid $46,070 and this year 
would be obliged to pay $48,600. 

Lewis W. Flaunlacher of Thoens & 
Flaunlacher, Inc., real estate brokers, 
said: ‘‘While the action of the city au- 
thorities in reducing the tax rate is 
commendable, yet the fact remains 
that the good they have accomplished 
has been greatly offset in the increased 
assessed valuation of taxable prop- 
erty.”

OYSTER BAY, L. I., March 2.—Nine 
of the sixteen property owners eligible 
to vote on the proposed incorporation 
of the town of Cove Neck, voted today.

TALKS ON STUDENT SUICIDES 


Dr. Gressman Tells of Safeguards 
In German Universities. 


An epidemic of student suicides is 
not likely to occur in Germany, in the 
opinion of Dr. Hugo Gressman, Dean 
of the University of Berlin, partly for 
the reason that ‘‘studentenpastoren,”’ 
or chaplains for students, are attached 
to the staffs of German universities. 

Dr. Gressman, who is noted as a 
scholar and an archaeologist, arrived in 


New York recently as the first non- 
Jewish professor to lecture at the 
Jewish Institute of Religion, 40 West 
Sixty-eighth Street, of which Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise is director. At the 
institute, where he delivered his first 
lecture rday, Dr. Gressman dis- 
cussed the wave of student suicides in 
the United States, describing it as an 
alarming symptom. 

“In Germany it has been recognized 
by leading educators that the students 
have problems of their own which 
must be faced and solved,’’ said Dr. 
Gressman. ‘‘Therefore a number of 
the universities have appointed what 
are called ‘studentenpastoren,’ rep- 
resentatives of the clergy, whose sole 
duty it is to act as advisers and 
friends to students in the university. 

“The students know that when they 
have any disturbing problem, either 
financial, spiritual, sexual or mental, 
they can always find a friend and 
guide in this university chaplain, 
usually a man who has undergone 

tests for his sympathetic under- 
standing of human nature and his gen- 
eral contact with the environment of 
university youth.”’

Gives Athletics a Chance. 


“Well, that’s a tough one. The Ath- 
letics, maybe.

“But when you get right down to it, 
the Yanks will be the team to beat, 
and I might add that the Yanks will 
be a tough team to beat. Don’t go 
wrong on that angle. They can hit 
and score lots of runs and their pitch- 
ing isn’t so bad.

Even so, probably it is 
a good place for Stuffy to start the 
business of managing a ball club. He 
will be beginning at the bottom and 
he has nothing to lose. The club can’t 
finish any worse than it did last sea- 
son. 


Stuffy’s Brow Creases. 


Anyway you look at it, Stuffy has 
an impossible task. There seems to be 
some question as to just what his 
task is.

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THE UNREFORMED LORDS. 

The House of Lords may be excused 
for showing irritation just now. It is 
exposed to attack from both without 
and within. Lord Rosrsery keeps on 
asking Mr. Liorp Gzorcgz when he is 
going to tell the truth about the num- 
ber of peerages bought for hard cash 
in the shape of money contributed to 
the Liberal campaign fund. Mr. 
GEORGE replies, or his friends reply for 
him, that the number of brewers and 
soapmakers who became peers by bar- 
ter and sale when he was Prime Min- 
ister is relatively no greater than that 
which ‘was observed when Lord Rose- 
BERY himself was Prime Minister. The 
subject is rather a disagreeable one to 
bring up just as the reform of the 
House of Lords is under discussion. It 
was to have been in Mr. BALDWIN’s 
program for this session of Parlia- 
ment. But he considerately dropped 
it for the time being. The proposal to 
add men of uncommon ability, as dis- 
played in the professions and in the 
sciences, to the House of Lords would 
seem a little malapropos at a time 
when it is openly asserted that some 
minety peers bought their places 
there. They rest in bland ease under

It has 
been hinted that the present Conserva- 
tive Government would seek to re- 
store to the Lords some of the rights 
of legislation which were taken away 
from them fifteen years ago, in con- 
sequence of their own obstinate folly. 
But it is doubtful if Prime Minister 
BaLpwin will venture at the present 
time to attempt anything of that kind. 
It would be hard to rouse much en- 
thusiasm in England for a House of 
Lords which has become so largely 2

seldom show their faces in the Gilded 
Chamber that the very attendants do 
not know them.

THE CRIME SURVEY. 
In arguing against changes in the 
Baumes laws of 1926 the State Crime 
Commission, in its report to the Legis- 
lature, emphasizes the point that 
“laws of this importance cannot be 
“ properly weighed in the short period 
“in which they have been operative.’’ 
This is sound, even if the commission 
inconsistently hastens to cite com- 


effective. 
that the new laws have made them- 
selves felt, For a decline of nearly 40 
per cent, in serious crime in New York 
City chief credit is probably due to 
increased police efficiency and an aug- 
mented police force. Yet Police Com- 
missioner McLavanire hag stressed 
the good effect of last year’s legisla- 
on. Police efficiency in part depends 
on the police being backed up by the 
courts, 

For the attention of the present 
Legislature the commission submits a 
survey of the crime problem which by 
its mere comprehensiveness should 
dispose of the charge that we here 
have to do with a “ hysterical” reac- 
tion to crime-wave panic. No less 
than eighty-six recommendations are 
embodied in thirty-six bills. Cogni- 
zance is taken of the gun-toting prob- 
lem as a vital factor in the increase of 
crimes of yiolence; of inadequate 
Police protection by comparison with 
foreign cities where the problems of 
law and order enforcement are sim- 
pler; of the “fences,” who have long 
been recognized as the keypoint of the 
loft-robbing industry; of free and 
easy bail methods; of changes in 
court procedure. On the subject of 
jury reform the commission wisely 
recommends further study; the jury 
is too old an institution of democratic 
liberties to be played with lightly. 
That the commission is neither hard- 
boiled nor hysterical is evidenced by 
its recommendation in favor of parole 
reform along the lines recently laid 
down by Special Commissioner ALGER: 
and in favor of a separate prison for 
first offenders, “so that the present 
** intermingling of neophytes in crime 
“with hardened offenders shall cease.”

THE INCOMPLETE STATE CENSUS. 
Governor SmirH has set forth to 
the Legislature reasons why an added 
sum should be appropriated for com-’ 
pleting the tabulation work of the 
State census of 1925. He makes no 
recommendation that this sum _ be 
voted. In fact, he indicates his dis- 
approval. of the entire State census 
system, proposing that hereafter the 
State- depend on the Federal census 
and abolish the State census. As to 
the immediate issue, he puts the 
question “whether or not the State, 
“which has invested $1,200,000 in the 
“1925 census, should complete this 
“work at a cost of $200,000.” 

Two points are involved. The first 
is the value to the State of finishing 
the work already more than half done. 
The second is the need of a State 
census when the Federal census is so 
satisfactory. Aside from the argu- 
ments put forward by various organi- 
zations interested in the 1925 State 
census that the material already col-\ 
lected will be of great value when 
tabulated, the simple economic argu- 
ment in favor of finishing the work 
is compelling—that the State will have 
spent $1,200,000 in vain unless the 
additional sum is voted. It is some- 
what as if an estimate for a railroad 
had been made and, when the tracks 
had been laid and the rolling stock 
bought, insufficient funds remained to 
buy locomotives. 

Of the need of complete census 
statistics there can be no question. 
But. most of the reasons cogently put 
forth in behalf of a State census are 
as applicable to a Federal census. 
The data are needed by many official 
and semi-official organizations, and 
are invaluable in such varied fields 
as health and sanitation, taxation, 
agriculture, city planning, life insur- 
ance work and business distribution. 
The original purpose of the State 
census had been to facilitate legisla- 
tive apportionment. If there are spe- 
cial details which the Federal census 
heretofore has not obtained, there is 
yet time to negotiate with that or- 
ganization for the inclusion of these 
items in the census of 1930. 

The Governor has suggested that 
the completion of the present State 
census work should be turned over 
by contract to the Federal Census 
Bureau. The actual collection of sta- 
tistics is finished, but the classifica- 
tion and tabulation of the material are 
still to be done. This is slow work, 
best performed by experts. Already 
five of the eleven million cards have 
been sent to Washington. The in- 
formation for the remaining six 
million, for some reason which the 
Governor has not explained, has been 
so bound in Albany that it cannot be 
made available without tearing out 
the pages or having them photostated.

NEWFOUNDLAND’S NEW LAND. 
The decision of the Judicial Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council has given to 
Newfoundland more land than its own 
island borders and the narrow strip 
of Labrador to which it has hitherto 
had claim together embrace. Her 
mame seems doubly appropriate now 
that she has in these days, when the 
whole earth is known and appropri- 
ated, found new land for herself, To 
be sure, it-is a land which has for 
centuries been thought worthless. 
When Lezrr ERICSON saw it nearly a 
thousand years ago it appeared “a 
land good for nothing.” He named it 
** Helluland,” which meant. “' flatstone 
land.” Then when Jacquzs CaRTIER, 
the master pilot of Saint Malo, came 
along, nearly five hundred years later, 
he gave it even a worse name. He 
called it “the land which Gop gave 
Carn.” 

So it has for nearly another half 
thousand years remained under the 
curse of its reputation, supporting a 
population, largely littoral, of a few 
thousand whites, a few thousand In- 
dians and fewer Eskimos. It is 
best known in America as the field 
of the heroic medical and spiritual 
service of that self-appointed great 
missionary, Dr. Wirrep T. GrEN- 
FELL. But his ministry has touched 
only or chiefly the life that preca- 
riously sustains itself on the verge 
of that land of ‘‘awful desolation,’’ 
which has of late, however, been 
found to be a ‘‘rich wilderness,” in 
whose night skies, as nowhere else 
in the world, according to Dr. GREN- 
FELL, the Aurora Borealis marches its 
“gerried ranks of gayly uniformed 
armies.’’ It has great expanses of 
forest at the south and in the heart 
of this added land a vast waterfall, 
rivaling Niagara as a spectacle and 
as a potential source of electricity. 
As yet but few white men have looked 
upon it, but it is reported to have 
the power of more than 4,000,000 
horses in its terrific descent, which 
may be put to use on this continent 
and also aid in bringing the two con- 
tinents still closer together, since the 
inlet on the coast below these great 
falls is 750 miles nearer to England 
than is New York. 
There will be general rejoicing with 
this little island-province that she has 
acquired this continental holding out

They do not contend 
that business education is a complete 
education. They encourage their pupils 
to read, to take courses in literature, 
to fit themselves for a well-rounded 
life. But if a boy desires or through 
necessity is compelled to enter busi- 
ness on leaving school, they want him 
to be equipped for his job. They hope 
that later they may be able to add 
love of literature to a knowledge of 
how to write,.spell and punctuate a 
business letter. - 
If the methods of commercial teach- 
ing are responsible for Mr. OppyckKr’s 
own style, no worry need be felt that 
they will grind the beauty and poetry 
out of the students’ souls. He says: 
Language must be adapted to the 
work required of it. The English of 
commerce has its vocabulary, just as 
any technical subject has. Its style 
is correct, specific, crisp, strong, 
beautiful—beautiful with the glory of 
the athlete’s body. 
This dithyrambic defense is proof 
enough that commercial education 
need not be dull. It lays quite as 
much emphasis on poetic figures of 
speech as it does on money-getting.

CHICAGO, March 2—Charles DB. 
Ruthénberg, one of the leaders of the 
Workers’ (Conimunist) Party in the 
United States, died today following 
an operation for appendicitis. He was 
44 years old. 
Twice,imprisoned for radical activi- 
ties, Ruthenbéerg was under sentence 
for vidlation of the criminal syndical- 
ism’ law of Michigan, but out on bail 
at the time of his death. 

He was a member of the Presidium 
of the Communist International and 
was generally regarded as the official 
mouthpiece of the Third International 
in the United States. 

A widow and a son survive him. 
Funeral arrangements will be made 
tomorrow on their arrival here. 


Ran for Governor of Ohio. 


Friends in the Workers’ Party in 
New York said last night that Ruth- 
enberg was born in Cleveland, Ohio, 
July 9, 1882, the son of a longshore- 
man. He obtained his formal educa- 
tion in a German Lutheran elementary 
school and at a business college. 

He wa: successively factory worker, 
clerk, newspaper man in the labor 
press, strike leader and politician, first 
coming into prominence in Cleveland, 
where he joined the Socialist Party in 
1909. He quickly became one of its 
moving forces. 

As a Socialist he was candidute for 
numerous offices, from Governor of 
Ohio down. In 1917, he became na- 
tionally conspicuous because of his 
opposition to America’s entrance into 
the war. He was indicted in June, 
1917, for obstructing the draft in Cleve- 
land, and upon conviction served a 
year in the Canton jail. 

It was after a visit to Ruthenberg 
in his cell that Eugene V. Debs made 
the anti-war speech which caused his 
own imprisonment at Atlanta. 


Pardoned by Governor Smith. 


Ruthenberg was convicted here in 
1919 under the criminal anarchy law 
ag the promulgator of a Communist 


manifesto, and served two and one-half 
years in Sing Sing of an indeterminate 
sentence of five to ten years. Gover- 
nor Smith pardoned him, basing his 
rdon on the minority opinion of the 
nited States Supreme Court that the 
conviction was unconstitutional. 

In 1922 Ruthenberg was convicted in 
Michigan of attending a Communist 
convention there, held against the 
laws of the State, and sentenced to 
five to ten years. He was out on bail 
pending appeal from that conviction 
when he died. 

Ruthenberg wrote voluminously in 
the Communist press and in pam- 
phiets assailing capitalism: He trav- 
eled continuously in behalf of the 
Workers’ Party, of which he had been 
Secretary since 1919, except when in 
prison. 

According to James Weinstone, or- 
ganizer of the Workers’ Party here, 
his last words were ‘‘let’s fight on’’ 
after he had predicted that commu- 
nism would win.

Sae Officers of. the Little Ritz 
Co., Now Defunct, Which 
Sold Slot Machines. 


Charges of fraud obtaining 
money under false pretenses have been 
made in a suit against officers of the 
defunct Little Ritz Automatic ‘Service 
Company, filed Monday in Federal 
Court here, it was announced yester- 


day by T. John McKee, lawyer, of 1 
Liberty Street, counsel for a creditors’ 
committee. 

Otto S. Bowling, a lawyer, of 7 Dey 
Street, defendant officer of the com- 
pany, admitted yesterday that he had 
been served with papers in the action, 
but scoffed at it, saying that inasmuch 
as both the Fed and city prosecu- 
tor’s offices had investigated the af- 
fairs of the company for fraud, and 
had failed to find any, Mr. McKee 


faced “an insu ble difficulty’ in 
proving his case. 
The. Little Ritz pany, he said, 


contained a first-class idea—that of 
selling vending machines to investors; 
then servicing the machines with a 
constant supply of pies and similar 
dainties; lecting the dimes which 
the public dropped through slots, and 
sending two cents out of every ten 
collected to the owners of the ma- 
chines—that is, the investors.

Six. Jurors Chosen to Weigh

SPECULATORS TAXED HEAVILY. 


Some Pay 80% on Overcharge— 
Special Squad Watches Them, 
Special to The New York Times.

At the Fifty-second 
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Whatever else Mr. Lawson may have 
done or left undone, he has released 
all ‘the inhibitions of the drama in 
“Loud Speaker,” turned on at the 
Fifty-second Street'Theatre last eve- 
ning. This new play by the author of 
“Processional” is the first production 
of what a contemporary newspaper 
whimsically describes ag ‘‘a group of 
revolting playwrights”—the New Play- 
wrights Theatre who “advocate no 
‘ism,’ but are not afraid of experi- 
mentation,”’ and who pledge them- 
selves “to the avoidance of dullness 
and aestheticism.” Although neither 
of those two qualities seems entirely 
lacking in “Loud Speaker,”’ Mr. Law- 
son has succeeded in keeping the 
action as rapid as the meaning is 
vague, To the present reporter this 
most recent steeplechase is sometimes 
amusing by the sheer excess of its 
farcical high spirits, but increasingly 
tiresome. After a half hour the 
novelty begins to wear thin; and the 
story is not substantial enough to piece 
out the production. 

In detail the story chronicles the 
farce of a State election in New York. 
Harry U. Collins, described in public 
as a ‘“‘good man,” Is the candidate for 
Governor on a ticket advocating 
decency in general... (Mr. Lawson is a 
gay wag.  -During the heat of the 
campaign Mr. Collins’s wife goes bad 
on. him, as they say, and his lovely 
daughter drifts off into ‘a state of 
moral’rebellion. At the eleventh hour 
Mr. Collins's own indiscretion, in the 
comely shape of Miss New Lots from 
a bathing beauty contest, turns up to 
claim her sinful own. Mr. Collins 
gives up in despair. In his final radio 
speech he slanders the public shame- 
fully; he also remarks: “‘The news- 
papers are blah. The Government is 
blah.” This maudlin outrage tickles 
the public’s fancy so much that they 
elect him to the first office in the 
State. Such ig the matter of Mr. Law- 
son’s farce. 

Fortunately, the method is move 
original.

Not having mueh story to unfold, 
n| Mr. Lawson .depends chiefly upon 
each scene with satire and 
running fairly consistently through the 
recognized, staple banalities of Ameri- 
can.social life. Bored wives embrace 
occult religions, tabloid newspaper 
reporters sneak into private houses by 
rear windows and publish the details 
of domestic scandals, sob sisters hide 
under the sofa, mother and daughter 
sell their diaries to sensational jour- 
nals at absurd prices, campaign man- 
agers mechanically direct the political 
attack through the usual channels. 
To the spasmodic tempo of the jazz 
band the scenes rush frantically up- 
stairs and down; a hoofer bangs his 
feet with a furious clatter as interlude 
between episodes. Occasionally the 
play stops while Clare and Johnnie 
warble a travesty on popular melo- 
dies. ‘Whiskers and facial clay, buf- 
fooning and clowning, turgid emotion 
and gags are all one in Mr. Lawson’s 
three-act, modernistic farce. His 
method is to pour in every element 
he can find on the surface of social 
life, If the elements do not mix, but 
fume and jostle unmannerly, his 
satiric farce will then be the more 
deadly in its import. 

Why; then, should ‘‘Loud Speaker’ 
seem tiresome on the whole? Certainly 
the design and the pace should make 
for. continuously vivid entertainment. 
Perhaps the fault.lies in two fundamen- 
tals of drama-—story and acting. Mr. 
Lawson's story lacks distinction. And 
most of the acting seems commonplace, 
probably because it is not tuned to this 
style of projection. As the newspaper 
reporter, Mr. Brent manages to convey 
the mocking satire of his part success- 
fully. Miss Lumbard is amusingly blasé 
as the rebellious daughter. In plays of 
the familiar construction, the other 
actors would seem ordinary enough;

Also Declares Regular Quarterlies— 
St. Louls-San Francisco Also 
Announces Dividends. 





Declaration of extra dividends by 
three ‘railroads yesterday; caused. in- 
terest in the financial district. Prob- 
ably the most interesting of the three 
was the announcement by the Wabash 
of an initial disbursement of 5 per 
cent, on. the Class B_ preferred stock 
covering the full year 1926, which is 
taken to indicate a victory for stock- 
holders who have been campaigning 
several months for dividends. 

The campaign was begun, it was 
said, by Edward H.. Van Wyck of 
100° Broadway, the largest individual 
holder of Class -B preferred. This 
stock is a non-participating, non-cu- 
mulative issue, and is convertible into 
Class.A preferred or common stock on 
a share-for-share basis. It is pre- 
ferred as to dividends over the com- 
mon’ stock at the rate of 5 per cent. 
a year. No dividends have been paid 
on the Class B preferred since the re- 
organization of the Wabash in 1915. 
It has been the contention of the 
stockholders that the Wabash manage- 
ment has withheld dividends in order 
to bring about conversion of the Class 
B preferred into the: other two classes. 
A number of petitions have been sent 
to directors urging them to declare 
dividends on this stock, and yester- 
day’s action is taken as a reply to 
those documents. 


Expected Rise in Dividend. 


Directors of the Pére Marquette Rail- 
road declared an extra dividend of $2 a 
share on the common in addition to the 


regular quarterly payments of $1.50 on 
the common and $1.25 on each of the 
prior preference and the preferred. 
Wall Street had expected some sort of 
an increase in the dividend rate of 
Pére Marquette stock, due to the ex- 
piration on Feb. 1 of an agreement be- 
tween the Van Sweringen brothers and 
the road to make no change in the 
rate.

Shipments of automobiles in 
February, he said, were somewhat 
above last year.

SEES PUBLIC TURNING 
TO MUNICIPAL BONDS 


F. H. Morse Cites Desirability of 
Those Securities—Divergence 
in Yields Narrowing. 





The narrowing of the spread between 
the yields of municipal bonds and the 
obligations of railroads and high-grade 
corporate issues has-brought about a 
change in’ the investing public’s atti- 
tude toward municipals in the last few 
months, according to Frank H. Morse, 
manager of the municipal bond depart- 
ment of Lehman Brothers. 

“Certain railroad bonds listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange have re- 
cently been selling at prices, to yield no 
more than can be obtained from high- 
grade municipal bonds,” said Mr. 
Morse. “‘High-grade municipal bonds 
today ‘yield from 4 to 4.25 per cent., 
while high-grade railroad issues net 
from 4.25 to 4.50 per cent. For instance, 
Atchison general 4s are priced to yield 
about 4.30 per cent., Union Pacific first 
4s at 4.32, Pennsylvania Railroad con- 
solidaated 4s at 4.40 and New York 
Central 3%s at 4.40 per cent., while 
New York City 4%s yield approximate- 
ly 4.12 at current prices, Philadelphia 
444s about 4.15, Akron (Ohio) 4%s about 
4.30 and Los Angeles #4s about 4.30 
per cent.

Protest Ban on Autos and Wear 
Posters on Coats Deriding 
Trastees’ Action.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 2.—For- 
bidden to drive automobiles at college 
next year, Princeton students have 
revived roller skating for rapid trans- 
portation about the town and campus. 
Juniors especially blossomed as roller 
skaters today. Donald Kemmerer, son 
of Dr. Edwin W. Kemmerer, Prince- 
ton economist, was among the juniors 
skating to and from the upper class 
eating club. 

The roller skating juniors wore post- 
ers pinned on the backs of their coats, 
“kidding” the trustees. One read: 
“They can’t take these away.’ An- 
other: “And Mama said I could.” 

Princeton alumni recalled the days 
when it was a privilege of the junior 
class to roller skate on the campus 
sidewalks, but today was the first time 
any undergraduate now in college had 
seen a junior on roller skates. It is 
understood that some juniors sent to 
Trenton yesterday for enough roller 
skates to outfit the whole class, but 
that some refused to wear them. 

Some of those who skated had for- 
merly been seen driving around Prince- 
ton in old-fashioned flivvers, which 
they discarded today, although the 
trustees’ ban on automobiles does not 
go into effect until the end of the 
present college year. 

The roller-skating protest followed a 
more seridus action which took place 
recently, when the Princeton senior 
council resigned because the trustees 
had not consulted it in adopting the 
anti-automobile decision. 


MAY FLY DIRIGIBLE 
AROUND THE WORLD 


Dr. Hago Eckener Plans Flight in 
Zeppelin Now Under 
Construction.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, who flew the dirigible Los 
Angeles to the United States from Ger- 
many in 1924, may undertake a flight 
around the world in a new Zeppelin 
that is being built at the Zeppelin 
works, Friedrichshafen, according to 
a report that came to the Department 
of Commerce today.

MRS. LAWRENCE DIES; 
INHERITED $1,200,000 


Heiress of Mrs. Mary G. Pinckey 
Was 65—Conservator Once Had 
Charge of Her Estate. 





Mrs. Julia Watt Curtiss Lawrence, 
65 years old, who in 1908 inherited an 
estate of $1,200,000 from her aunt, Mrs. 
Mary G. Pinckney, died on Tuesday in 
her home, 142 West Highty-sixth | P 
Street. She had at one time been her- 
alded in the Sunday supplements as 
the “‘most extravagant woman in New 
York.” 

She was the wife of Dr. George Al- 
fred Lawrence, a noted neurologist, 


whom she married in Wilmington, 
Del., on Feb. 14, 1911. He was her 
third husband, the first husband being 
Peter H. Morris of Boston, and her 
second husband Roland R. Curtiss. 

A son, Louis Morris, made applica- 
tion in 1907 to have her declared in- 
competent to manage her business af- 
fairs because of her extravagances. 
The petition was granted and a con- 
servator appointed. She was vacated 
after her marriage to Dr. Lawrence. 

She was a grand daughter of Archi- 
bald Watt, owner of a farm which oc- 
cupied the territory between Lenox 
and Eighth Avenues in Harlem. Upon 
his death he left an estate of $16,000,- 
000. to his daugster, Mrs. Mary G. 
Pinckney. It was a share of this estate 
which Mrs, Lawrence later inherited.
